in the past," said Chernick, the leading 
vote getter with 2,027 votes.

Elk Grove Village area. 


For the three 4-year terms on the vil- 


lage board, incumbents Ronald Chernick 
received 2,027 votes, Edward Kenna, 
1.884. James O'Brien. 1.714. and challen- 
gers Robert Lindahl, 1,303. and Alvah 
Stone. 891 


For the two 2-year terms on the village 


board, newcomers Nanci Vanderweel re- 
ceived 1,724 votes, George Spees, 1,566. 
Gerald Smiley. 1.10R. and John Eh- 
lebracht, 845 


For the 2-year term as village clerk 


R i c h a r d McGrenera received 1,036 
votes, incumbent Margarethe Schwellen- 
bach. 1,024, and Sandra Todd. 768. 


In the park district bond referendum, 


the recreational building was defeated. 
1.947-1,000. The park improvements were 
defeated, 1.6.50-1.298 


FOR THE TWO 8-year terms on the 


park board of commissioners, incumbent 
Martin Durkin received 
1,288 votes, 


Lewis Smith, 1.139, Richard Sass, 1.043, 
Frank Ciangi. 776, Gerald Smiley, 691 
and Tony Kees, 841. 


For the two 6-year terms on the library 


board of directors, incumbent Robert 
Fleming received 1,584 votes, incumbent 
Kathryn Fleming, 1,536, James Rooney, 
1 506. Bart Dill, 867 


Tuesday's elections drew 3,197 voters 


to the polls out of 7.461 registered voters 
or 42 per cent. 


"It was a good turnout," said Deputy 


clerk Fay Bishop. 


In the 1969 municipal election when the 


village president was up for election, 
1.219 persons voted, she said 
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we've done and I plan to keep on doing it 
that way " 


Trustee James O'Brien, in a similar 


vein, expressed thanks to those who 
voted for him. 


"NOW THE PEOPLE have voted me 


in," he said. "I was appreciative when 
the board appointed me 15 months ago 
but now the people have voted me in of- 
fice " 


Kenna recalled that several years ago 


in his first attempt to seek elective office 
as a park district commissioner he lost. 


"I ran No 10 out of 10 candidates so I 


know how it feels to lose," he said 


George Spees and Nanci Vanderweel, 


the first woman to be elected a trustee in 
the village, both were happy with their 
victories. 


"I'm extremely happy with the con- 


fidencethe voters have placed in me. I'll 
strive to represent them," said Spees. 


Asked if he thought his comments criti- 


cal of the administration early in the 
campaign would hurt his position on the 
board, he said 


"I believe the job we have to do now is 


to work together for the common benefit 
of Elk Grove Village. The comments 
made in the campaign that tended to 
polarize some of us- will not affect my 
working relationship with the board." 


Spees had been critical of what he said 


was $1 million dollars in "surplus funds" 
and a lack of "long-range planning" by 
the board. His attacks drew sharp criti- 
cism from the incumbent trustees 


Mrs. Vanderweel said: 


"I'M ABSOLUTELY thrilled to be 


elected " 


She said her victory was not a victory 


for women's liberation. "I hope I was 
elected because of the things I said in the 
campaign and not because I am a wom- 
an " 


In her campaign she promised to com- 


municate with the public as well as be a 
"full-time trustee." 


Gerald Smiley, who was a losing candi- 


date for both the village board and the 
park board, said if he had to do it over 
again he would not seek two offices at 
the same time. 


"I probably would have gotten elect- 


ed," he said, adding, "but I don't really 
know " 


He garnered 691 votes for the park 


board and 1,108 for trustee, giving him a 
total of 1,799 votes in both races 


He said his stand against the park dis- 


trict's proposed recreation building hurt 
him but that he would not have changed 
his decision to come out against it. 


Defeated trustee candidate 
Robert 


Lindahl called the Herald early yester- 
day to say, "I'll be back" and that he 
intended to continue to attend village 
board meetings and "look out for the fu- 
ture interests of the residents." 


"I promise to take down my posters as 


soon as possible," he said. 


The all-seasons recreation building went down to defeat again Tuesday. 


Rec Building Loses By 947 Votes 


Elk Grove Park District residents 


soundly defeated the recreation building 
and park improvement bond issues in 
Tuesday's election. 


The $940,000 building lost 1,947-1,000, 


going down in all eight precincts, in- 


cluding Admiral Richard E. Byrd School. 
The Byrd precinct was the only one of 
five precincts to come out in favor of the 
proposal March 6. It was to be the site of 
the recreation building with an indoor ice 
rink, planned for a 14-acre park on Well- 


ington Avenue and Biesterfield Road. 


The 14-acre park, plus a 5-acre park in 


the north end, were included in the sec- 
ond proposal for $600,000, but were also 
defeated 1,650—1,298. 


The 352-vote margin in the latter was 


Incumbent Durkin Top Vote-Getter 


Martin Durkin, an incumbent on the 


Elk Grove Park District board of Com- 
missioners, was the top vote getter in 
Tuesday's park election, with Lewis 
Smith winning the second seat edging 
out Richard Sass. 


Durkin and Smith defeated four other 


candidates in the bid for the two 6-year 
terms. 


Durkin had 1,288 votes and Smith 1,139 


Sass followed closely behind with 1,043 
He had been ahead of Smith when the 
first few precinct totals were reported in. 


The other candidates were Frank 


Ciangi, 776, Gerald Smiley, 691, and Tony 
Kees, 641. Smiley was also a losing can- 
didate for village trustee receiving 1,108 
in that race. 


DURKIN HAS served on the board for 


two years. He came in second to Park 
Commissioner Daniel Gilbert in the 1969 
race, but was appointed shortly there- 
after to replace Kennetth Kerwin. The in- 
cumbent lives with his wife and five chil- 
dren at 1287 Berkenshire Ln. He is con- 
struction supervisor 
for A. Johnsen 


Plumbing, Elk Grove Village. 


Smith also ran in the 1969 race, coming 


in third. He lives with his wife and two 
children at 171 Shadywood Ln. and is a 
self-employed manufacturer's represent- 
ative in industrial sales 


Both winners had come out in support 


of the two park district bond issue pro- 
posals before the election, but the pro- 
posals were defeated. All of the candi- 
dates had supported the park improve- 
ments, but Smith, Durkin and Kees were 
the only ones in favor of the recreation 
buildiig. 


Durkin ran strongest in his home pre- 


cinct, Admiral Richard E. Byrd School

with 300 votes, although he was not as 
strong there in 1969. He received the 
highest vote totals in six of the eight pre- 
cincts 


Smith also captured the high vote in 


his precinct, Ira Rupley School, with 258. 


Both will be sworn in at the park dis- 


trict annual meeting May 6. 


Kenna To Resign From Housing Unit 


Edward Kenna said yesterday he will 


resign from the Elk Grove Village Hous- 
ing Commission when it meets today at 8 
p m in the village hall, 901 Wellington 
Avenue. 


He said he will ask that Village Pres. 


Jack Pahl appoint Richard McGrenera 
to replace him on the commission. 


Kenna described McGrenera as "an- 


other conservative," and said his plan- 
ning and zoning experience will be valu- 
able to tne housing commission. 


Kenna, a village trustee since August, 


said he is resigning because he no longer 
has the time to devote to the housing 


commission. He was elected Tuesday to 
a 4-year term on the village board of 
trustees 


McGrenera is a village trustee whose 


term on the village board ends Tuesday. 
However, he was elected to the village 
clerk's position Tuesday. 


Kenna has served on the housing com- 


mission since the advisory body was 
formed by the village board last sum- 
mer. He previously served on the hous- 
ing task force activated by the village 
president following a controversy over 
the housing of low and moderate income 
Mexican Americans. 


unexpected to park officials, who had felt 
at least the park improvements proposal 
would win. 


THE TWO ISSUES, wrapped up into 


one package last March, were defeated 
by 78 votes out of 2,168 voters who turned 
out. Only 25 per cent of the voters came 
out for that referendum, and the park 
district decided to try again Tuesday. 
This time about 42 per cent turned out. 


Park director Jack Claes said he felt 


people were "voting their pocketbook," 
referring to the present economic slump. 


Board Pres. David von Schaumburg 


said, "I can't figure it out. The thing that 
amazes me is that only three candidates 
supported the entire package and two of 
them were elected." He referred to Mar- 
tm Durkin and Lewis Smith. 


He added that he could not understand 


the "complete turnover" at the Byrd pre- 
cinct, but that be knew a "derogatory 
cartoon" had been circulated in that 
area the night before the election. 


Von Schaumburg said, "To tell you I 


was disappointed would be an under- 
statement. As long as I am on the board 
(two more years) I will vote 'no' to seek 
any additional improvements in the park 
district." He was referring to holding an- 
other bond issue. 


A SIMILAR proposal for an ice skating 


rink and complex for $4 million was ap- 
proved by voters Tuesday in ELmhurst. 


Claes said he top was upset at the Byrd 


turnabout on the building. Another pre- 
cinct which caught the district officials 
by surprise was Ridge, where voters de- 
feated the improvements by 200 votes, 
while defeating the building by only 38 


The total cost of both issues would 


have cost residents $5.89 a year for 12 
vears.

THE BOARD rejected two other pro- 


posals from Orput-Orput One suggested

The $10 5 million figure set by the Dist 


214 board coincides with an estimate sug- 
gested by the Illinois School Building 
Commission after reviewing educational 
specifications set up by the district 


John Moore, executive director of the 


school building commission, told the 
board "not to paint itself into a corner" 
with an unreahstically low figure At the 


same tune he cautioned the board to 
"exercise extreme restraint to not ex- 
ceed the suggested total area" suggested 
by the building commission 


The ISBC listed 322,000 square feet as 


the total area in its design cntena Roll 
ing Meadows High School, now under 
construction, will have a total area of 
303,000 square feet 


"OUR 
PROPOSAL has two big vari- 


ables, what the utility extensions actual- 
ly are and a $500,000 contingency fund 
for an expected increase in construction 
workers' salaries," Moore said 


His construction salary estimates were 


based on Will County worker contracts, 
the highest per hour wage contracts in 
Illinois Board member Richard Stamm 
estimated Cook County wages to be less 
than Will County 
"We have about a 


year to go on most contracts and this 
building will probably be bid before they 
run out,' he said 


After deciding on the amount of the 


referendum, the board decided to use the 


same polling places open for the school 
board elections April 11 Another pre 
cinct will be added for the Rolling Mead 
ows residents recently annexed to the 
district Central Road School will prob 
ably be the polling place

Charles Zettek, the 10-year veteran 


trustee who has been involved In four vil- 
lage elections < "I tost the first one by 19 
votes") took on the role of a political 
observer and wrote the following: 


"Incumbents, running 1-2-3 in a field of 


five candidates. Rained solid approval of 
their past accomplishments by an over- 
whelming vote.

progress and pursuit of the goals and ob- 
jectives which will continue to bring sta- 
bility and growth to the village. 


"EACH ECHOED the same theme to 


contribute all of their time and efforts o

Zettek. who was not up for election his 


Tuesday, told his colleagues he was con- 
fident they would win all the time. How- 
ever. Zettek came In for some good na- 
tured ribbing by the victors over his 
comment last week when he said there is 
a "serious problem" in planning the new 
budget. The problem, based on the pre- 
liminary budget report, is that the ex- 
penditures may exceed anticipated reve- 
nues by $1 million 


"Undoubtedly, we'll have to curtail 


services if we do not go to taxation," 
said Zettek at the time. The comment 
was a political bombshell coming just 
one week before the election. However 
none of the candidates who opposed the 
incumbents made an issue of it 


There was a lot more kidding going on 


Tuesdav night as the returns came into 
the village clerk's office. 


"NITTY GRITTYS win over Specs," 


proclaimed Kenna. He was right, though 
Spees did get elected with lower vote to- 
tals than the incumbents. The incum- 
bents will nave to deal with Mr. Spees 
who made some rather critical com- 
ments of the administration early In the 
campaign. 


"Tell 'em to start planning for long- 


range planning," joked Trustee Chern- 
ick. Spees had campaigned for "long- 
range planning." 


Kenna, who, is known for brashness, 


said: "Brairigar beware!" a reference to 
the Branigar Estates subdivision and the 
Forest View Homeowners Association. In 
fairness to Kenna, he made the comment 
in jest. 


Bud Lindahl, who wanted to win so 


badly, was at the Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd School watching the votes be count- 
ed until the end, according to one of the 
election judges there. 


He finally conceded later in the eve- 


ning and called the village hall to do so. 


Earlier he said: "I'm just a youngster 


to the village." 


He was deeply hurt, he admitted, about 


the 891 votes that Al Stone, principal of 
Grove Junior High, got. He said resi- 
dents who voted for Stone "threw 
away 


their vote" because he said Stone did not 
campaign. 


"He could have beat one of you fellas 


(the incumbents) if he campaigned," 
said Lindahl, his cigar in his mouth and 
fie loosened. 


"HE BEAT ME," asserted Lindahl, 


who received 1.303 votes and had a sign 
on just about every other utility pole in 
the village. 


Lindahl, who told this reporter Satur- 


day he would defeat Trustee O'Brien, 
said, "I have politics in my blood," when 
asked if he would run again.

Transit Agency Requested 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


The Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments (COG) yesterday called for the es- 
tablishment of regional rapid trans- 
portation agency to serve the six coun- 
ties in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


The COG proposal came in the form of 


a report prepared by a special com- 
mittee during the past few months in 
conjunction with the Chicago Association 
of Commerce and Industry. COG's exec- 
utive committee, unanimously adopted 
the report at a regular meeting in Chi- 
cago's Bismarck Hotel. 


The report recommended the creation 


of a single operating agency, called the 
Chicago 
Area 
Rapid 
Transportation 


System (CARTS), to integrate three ma- 
jor forms of mass transportation — bus, 
commuter railroad and rapid transit. 


All area transportation agencies, in- 


cluding the Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA) and suburban 
bus companies, 


would be made part of the system, ac- 


cording to the proposal. 


THE SYSTEM would be established by 


the state legislature and would be gov- 
erned by a board of directors elected on 
a one-man one-vote basis for staggered 
terms The COG proposal called for giv- 
ing the board broad powers, including 
those to condemn property, to set fares 
without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing. 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and 
not a long-range planning body. Planning 
responsibility should be given to another 
agency — possibly the Chicago Area 
Transportation Study (CATS), according 
to the recommendation. 


COG's proposal came several weeks 


after CATS released its Interim Report 
and on the heels of some legislation 
being presented to Illinois lawmakers by 
several Chicago railroads. 


COG's executive committee, in making 


its proposals, is taking a stand against

North Western 
Fare Hike OKd 


A 7 per cent across the board Increase 


of rail fares was granted the Chicago 
and North Western Railroad yesterday 
by the Illinois Commerce Commission. 


The increase affecting commuters was 


needed to meet the pay Increases grant- 
ed by Congress last December to labor 
serving railroads, said Joe M a r r e n , 
C4NW Railroad spokesman 


Approval of the fare hike has come 


nearly two months late It was needed 
about March t, to meet the financial de- 
mands placed on the C&NW, he added. 


The additional revenues needed were 


in excess of $1 million, Marren said. 


When the railroad workers struck on 


Dec 10, last year a presidential commis- 
sion was to take Into consideration "last 
best offers" made by both labor and 
management, he added. 


Labor was asking for wage increases 


and management was looking to econo- 
mize by cutting back on certain jobs. 


Rather than let the presidential com- 


mission arbitrate, Congress acted on la- 
bor's request alone which included con- 
cessions retroactive to both January and 
September 1970 


An application for fare increases has 


also been filed by the Milwaukee Road 
Railroad. Commerce commission action 
is expected within the next few weeks, a 
spokesman said yesterday.

cial. He was quick to add, however; "Ob- 
viously there is a certain amount of job 
preservation on the employes minds 
too."

If an employe learns that a 
friend or neighbor is planning a trip, he 
asks him to fly United and then calls the 
reservations department which follows 
up on the lead. It was through trip tips 
that United won the bowling league's 


charter flight contracts. 


Employes have even reached into their 


own pockets to help the company. 
Recently they donated $9,600 for a double 
page United ad that will appear in a Chi- 
cago newspaper. 


Though the fledgling program is not 


even two months old, United officials are 
already saying it is effective. They at- 
tribute $120,000 in ticket sales to the 
'E$P" effort in the Chicago area alone. 


The displays, the promotions, and most 


of all the employes' willingness to talk to 
people on an individual basis about flying 
United, have all helped. Said a United 
spokesman: "Getting all the employes 
out and talking to people has to do some 
good somewhere."

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. Richard 


B. Ogilvie's "no-fault" insurance pro- 
gram, which would guarantee benefits to 
auto accident victims, has been in- 
troduced in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly 


The plan would require all auto insur- 


ance companies in Illinois to provide 
benefits of up to $65,000 for each injured 
victim of an auto accident, regardless of 
whose fault the accident was. 


Coverage of $15,000 would be provided 


on a mandatory basis to all policyholders 
to cover their medical bills and lost 
wages. 


The program was introduced Tuesday 


under the joint sponsorship of Sen. Eg- 
bert Groen, R-Pekin, and Rep. George 


Burditt, R-La Grange. The two lawmak- 
ers predicted adoption of the plan would 
end the current trend of rapidly rising 
auto insurance costs. 


"THE LEGISLATION will enable vic- 


tims of accidents, including pedestrians, 
to get prompt payment of their losses 
when they need the money the most," 
Groen said. 


Illinois Director of Insurance James 


Baylor said the plan is unique among the 
various 
no-fault 
programs 
instituted 


around the nation because it contains 
such features as no deductibles with the 
first dollar of damages paid from the 
first day of loss and safeguards against 
fradulent or nuisance claims. 


Baylor said the plan is the first in the 


country which meets or exceeds criteria 
outlined by U.S. Secretary of Trans- 
portation John Volpe. The news media, 
consumers, the bar and legislators have 
voiced enthusiastic support for the plan, 
Baylor said. 


Policy buyers would see their rates 


stabilized or perhaps even reduced under 
the program, Groen said, and they would 
get more insurance benefits for their 
money. 


The plan retains the right of the in- 


jured to sue for damages but a ceiling 
would be set on damages for minor cases 
in an effort to eliminate nuisance cases

This is the opinion of Morton Bard, a 


professor of psychology who spoke 
Wednesday to 130 policemen, social 
workers, and marital counselors at a 
"Family Crisis" seminar at Forest Hos- 
pital, a private psychiatric hospital at 
865 Wilson Lane, Des Plainer 


The all-day seminar on family emo- 


tional problems and ways these problems 
can be treated by members of the com- 
munity was coordinated by Chief Lowell 
Calderwood, Arlington Heights Police de- 
partment. Chief Lewis Case, Rolling 
Meadows; Captain Dale Mensching, Des 
Plames; Sgt. Timothy Lonergan, Rolling 
Meadows, and other Northwest suburban 
police officials. 


Bard, a professor at the City Univer- 


sity of New York who recently conducted 
a study on police training in family 
crisis, said police are not getting suf- 
ficient training to handle the job they do 
moat: dealing with families that are hav- 
ing emotional conflicts. 


THE RESULT IS that policemen are 


killed, family members UU each other, 
and police are distrusted and dented pro- 
fessional respect and status, be said. 


Bard spoke of the great pressures ex- 


erted on people in modern society, be- 
cause of rapid social change, growing 
population density and economic com- 
petition. 


Families often go through emotional 


crises, in which one or more member 


Up to ninety per cent of police work 


has nothing to do with crime or the law. 
People call police to work out conflicts 
between marriage partners, parents and 
children. 


They ask policemen to be objective 


arbitrators and authority figures, he 
said. 


"YOU 
CAN IMAGINE a father or 


mother who can no longer cope with the 
behavior of their child or their mate. A 
policeman walks in with his uniform and 
gun and is asked to make decisions. 


"Without skills or knowledge of emo- 


tional problems, no wonder so many po- 
licemen are killed." 


Federal Bureau of Investigation statis- 


tics indicate that nationwide 22 per cent 
of those officers killed died while re- 
sponding to complaints and "family,dis- 
turbances." Bard said. 


"AND THE FAMILY that stays togeth- 


er, slays together ," he said. In about 80 
per cent of the homicides, the individuals 
involved are relatives, or know each oth- 
er, he said. 


One answer to this, Bard said, may be 


a recent program carried out by Bard 
and his staff, which produced a signifi- 
cant reduction of homicides and assaults 
in a police precinct in the Harlem com- 
munity of New York City. 


Bard trained, over a four week period, 


18 policemen from this district, on how to 
handle family crises.

Police must be trained 
so they can exercise independent judg- 
ment, not to act like militaristic robots, 
be said. 


Policemen in the audience agreed with 


Bard that much of their job is dealing 
with family crises. Some voiced a desire 
for more "follow-up" of family problems. 


"Unless somebody signs a complaint 


or a crime is commited, we never see 
that family again, and we can't do any- 
thing to help them — until that next time 
when something worse happens," one 
said. 


Another complaint was that many po- 


licemen don't understand the families 
they deal with, and their "minds close 
up." 


The Forest seminar is one of several 


each year for dealing with problems of 
policemen, firemen, city officials, school 
officials and clergymen.

The recent Harper College board 


•lection demonstrates, if nothing 
•Ise. the strengths a community- 
wide caucus could bring to the col- 
lee tv 


In the election, a group calling 


itself Citizens for an Outstanding 
Harper College Board mobilized 
manpower 
and voters to help 


•weep three persons onto the board 
of trustees. 


The croup can be criticized for 


some of its campaign tacUcs and 
(or the amount of partisan political 
involvement However, for one of 
tbe few times in Harper's short 
history, an effective district-wide 
cnmpaign was developed to work 
towards a specific goal. 


In future years some of the bet- 


ter elements of the group's cam- 
paign will need to be marshalled in 
more positive ways to help Harper 
grow to maturity 


To put it bluntly, the college's 


"message" about its mission is not 
flow reaching the public. Harper 
«nro||s 
7.000 
students, 
but 
it 


Cmildn't even turn out 6,000 voters 
from a five-township, 300.000 popu- 
lation area last fall to support a tax 
referendum. 


The college is going to seek ref- 


«rendum passage again this fall, 
but the prospects don't look any 
briyhu-r, especially with the linger- 
ing shadows of nationwide student 
Unrest on the wall Clearly, a meth- 
c»d of getting Harper's message out 
to the public, as well as getting the 
'public's message back to Harper, 
needs to be developed. 


Over the past six years, since a 


citi/en's committee initiated the 
College in the early 1960's. many 
ideas for a caucus have been men- 
tioned 
• We are 
suggesting a method 


^hich would encourage a large 
«ei;rnent of the community to be- 
come active In a caucus, but a 
method which would discourage 
Caucus control 
falling into the 


hands of a small, interested group. 
: First, the college's board of 
trustees could compile a list of ac- 
i i v e 
community organizations 


throughout the Harper area. This 


list would provide the base of sup- 
port for the caucus. 


Obviously, though, any list of 


groups is going to exclude persons 
who aren't active in community 
groups. For example, apartment 
dwellers and post-college-age per- 
sons are not always attracted to 
traditional community or civic 
groups. Some method, perhaps an 
"at-large" selection by the caucus, 
could encourage their participa- 
tion. 


Second, those groups chosen by 


the board could be asked to select 
one or more persons to form a 
steering committee, which would 
then organize the caucus and its 
leadership. This self-organization 
would block control by elements of 
the board, the administration, fac- 
ulty or student body. 


The most-publicized caucus func- 


tion in other districts and commu- 
nities (such as in districts 25, 57 
a n d 
the village of Arlington 


Heights) is traditionally the selec- 
tion of candidates. In performing 
this task, the caucus could also 
conduct forums and help coordi- 
nate election campaigning in the 
five-township area. 


More important than candidate 


selection would be the caucus' pow- 
er to channel the voice of the 
people back to the college. The 
caucus could meet once a month 
with the board, thus allowing the 
board to learn about the commu- 
nity and the caucus to learn about 
how a college functions. 


No caucus system is perfect. 


However, unless Harper fails to 
take drastic steps to improve com- 
munications, 
the college could 


wither under increased enrollment 
and voter disinterest in tax sup- 
port. 


The Citizens for an Outstanding 


Harper College Board, despite its 
negative approach and the unfortu- 
nate choice of such words as "axe- 
grinders" and "chaos" in its liter- 
ature, was involved with Harper. 
Let's work out a permanent, stable 
system to encourage involvement 
of everyone in the northwest sub- 
urbs.

Behind Legislation 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Illinois' pri- 


vate colleges face a grave financial 
crisis that would be eased by passage of 
two state Senate appropriation bills, an 
official of the Federation of Independent 
Illinois Colleges and Universities FIICU 
says. 


"Illinois' non-public colleges and uni- 


versities, forced to raise tuitions numer- 
ous times in recent years to meet rising 
costs, have priced themselves out of the 
market and can no longer compete with 
public institutions," said Alban Weber, 
executive director of the FIICU. 


Weber testified Tuesday at an Illinois 


House

Education 
Committee 


hearing. 


"The modest amount of aid which 


would be provided by the two bills," We- 
ber said, "would help maintain the pri- 
vate system of colleges and univer- 
sities." 


One of the bills porvides direct aid 


grants of up to $400 per year to private 
universities for each attending student 
who holds a monetary state scholarship 
award. The grants could not total more 
than $11.3 million. 


The second bill earmarks $2 million for 


cooperative projects and services to be 
provided jointly by public and private 
colleges

from a private institution costs the state 
$2,000 to maintain . . . which does not 
include the state's investment in build- 
ings and equipment."

Trudge home from the shopping center 


and what's the first thing you do? 


Unpack the groceries and put them 


away Throw out the cellophane and Sty- 
rofoam that the fruit and vegetables 
come in, and pack them in the refrig- 
erator crisper. Take the deodorant out of 
its display box. the toothpaste too. 


Take the extras out of their blister 


packs. 


Gather all this junk and fill up the gar- 


bage can? 


If ecology begins at home, a carry-over 


at the supermarket it a logical extension. 


The intense interest shown by hun- 


dreds of suburbanites in re-using re- 
cyclables points out the concern people 
have with solid wastes. (There'll soon be 
no landfills to fill because they're filled!) 


ACTING ON THE Earth Week sugges- 


tion of Pollution and Environmental 
Problems (PEP) to eliminate excess, 
Mrs. William R. Chellman of Palatine 
and I shopped ecologically. 


We left all our unwanted excess pack- 


aging with the startled checker. With 
friendly smiles we mentioned that we 
were practicing the "Eliminate Excess" 
campaign and said we hoped she'd pass 
the word on to the store manager. 


But before we ever got to the checker, 


we exercised consumer power. Ann 
passed up products that were definite 
pollution items such as high phosphate 
detergents and colored toilet tissue. 


We comparison-shopped, observing, for 


instance, that convenience, high-sales 
o r i e n t e d three-packs of individual 


serving grape juice were much higher 
priced per ounce than one large bottle of 
the same. (Somebody's got to pay for 
convenience, Mrs. Shopper, and it's us. 
We pay for it when we buy and we pay 
the garbage man to cart it away, later.) 


BYPASSING COOKIES packaged in in- 


dividual Styrofoam nests, and protective 
coverings for the protective coverings, 
Ann chose sweets simply packaged and 
cheaper. 


She disdained frozen and excessively 


packaged foods for fresh fruits and vege- 
tables. She asked the produce man to 
break up packages of fruit, which he did 
cheerfully. That was so we could select 
just the number and individual pieces we 
needed. 


So often, the suburban housewife be- 


lieves she is expected to conform. In- 
dividualism in a simple thing like asking 
for two oranges instead of taking a doz- 
en that are not needed, and might spoil if 
not used, garners less hostile gazes than 
women might imagine. 


"Skip the bag," we said, "and just 


write the amount on one of the oranges. 
We'll put them in our cart, as is." No 
problem with friendly produce man, 
here. 


OTHER ITEMS, as common sense dic- 


tated, couldn't be arranged that way, 
string beans for instance, but we figured 
to get out of that one bag at the check- 
out counter after the grocery bill was 
tabulated. We'd brought along a mesh 
bag in which to carry home the vege- 
tables. 


We bought the pop that comes in re- 


turnable bottles, and earmarked the rest 
for a recycling drive. 


We made a mental note to unpack eggs 


and save the carton for next time, and 
other tidbits we conjured as we went 
along. 


If Ann and I were exhibitionists, we 


would have let out Tarzan-like bellows 
and pounded our chests over our mini 
eco-victory. Supermarket shopping too 
often depresses the ecological spirit. 


CONCERN, INC., a non-profit organi- 


zation formed by the wives of prominent 
Washington figures, has gone one farther 
than we did. 


They have put together a purse-size 


leaflet for housewives to use on shopping 
trips. The guide is called "Eco-Tips." 


This handy informational sheet is de- 


signed to guide the consumer away from 
pollution-increasing practices and prod- 
ucts. 


Mrs. Richard Helms, Concern-er and 


wife of the director of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, said, "What we're try- 
ing to do is educate and encourage wom- 
en to use their power. As consumers, 
they've got lots of it." 


Concern and PEP and organizations 


like the Consumer Federation of Illinois 
believe that women can influence manu- 
facturers by refusing to buy products 
that are potentially harmful — (witness 
the high phosphate detergents) and 
woefully labelled and wastefully pack- 
aged goods — in the longer run, more 
expensive. They all urge writing the 
manufacturers and letting them know 
how you feel.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The season's 


best television drama, "Poet Game," 
recently shown on the non-commercial 
network, was written by Anthony Terip- 
loff, a former Hollywood writer now liv- 
ing in Wales. The play concerned a hard- 
drinking, middleaged Irish poet trying to 
straighten out his personal life while on 
an American lecture tour. 


Through the "Hollywood Television 


Theatre," which produced his play, I 
asked Terpiloff if he would care to send 
along some recollections of his time in 
Hollywood. Following is part of the reply 
he cabled: 


"I was old enough to know what I was 


doing when I came to Hollywood. I had 
command of the cliche 
about dis- 


illusionment and cynicism. My idea was 
to make the most of it and be only as 
cynical and disillusioned as I had to be. 
Like a soldier going into battle convinced 
that everyone else can be killed but him- 
self, writers go to Hollywood saying Til 
take the money and run — God is on my 
side and also my talent.' 


"I WENT BECAUSE I was sent for, 


paid for and loved every cliche of it. You 
can't cry rape when you know what's go- 
ing to happen. My greatest complaint 
was that it didn't happen often enough. 
Some good fairy kept me from it. Holly- 
wood's not a harem. Nobody forces you 
to stay. In fact, it's hard to stay there 
and make money. A good half of profes- 
sional writers earn nothing in given 
years. Another great percentage get by 
on handouts for story ideas which are 
given to other writers or abandoned. 


"I jumped into Hollywood enthusiasti- 


cally and got unexpected benefits and un- 
expected damages: You know, brain, liv- 
er, stomach, morale. I found love, if not 
fame and fortune. I got out, so no com- 
plaints. I wanted to be used. I told my 
agent to find somebody to use me un- 
mercifully. They said, you're too good to 
be used. I tried hard to prove them 
wrong 
and 
failed 
utterly but, in- 


explicably, I wrote many American tele- 
vision entertainments and got on produc- 
ers' short lists and was invited to pre- 
views. 


"AGENTS ALWAYS exhort you to go 


in with four great stories in the morning. 
I was given a useful tip by a fellow 
writer: to tell the story in three words. I 
learned. And it worked, but the laugh's 
on me because I was then required to 
create a story from those three stupid 
words. Producers were looking at me ex- 
pectantly, waiting for pages, wondering 
why they weren't getting pages on time. 
Is there no thinking allowed? So, you're 
a part-time fraud for a start, but you get 
paid for it. 


"You're there to sell your services, as 


it says in the contract. You have to come 
up with current, acceptable, salable 
ideas that sound great in story confer- 
ences. In my clever later years I brought 
a tape recorder to conferences that last- 
ed for hours, then got my wife to type a 
transcript. I couldn't stand to read it so 
I'd ask: 'Could you boil this down to a 
paragraph — or, better yet, one sen- 
tence, and then would you read it to 
me11'... 


"In Britain the audience is not de- 


prived. Television companies take a play 
and, for the most part, produce it as 
written. Lewis Freedman producer of the 
'Hollywood Television Theatre' . . . is a 
creative producer who takes the script, 
enhances it, refines it but doesn't change 
its intent. He trusts writers, a unique ex- 
perience in Hollywood. 


"SEVEN YEARS AGO I was asked to 


come .to Hollywood. Last June I was 
asked to leave but not ridden out on the 
rail. Given a ticket to London by Freed- 
man, I had the good sense to stay where 
I began my commercial career 10 years 
earlier.

The former will come as he becomes 
more used to his occupation; the later 
will be cleared up when he sends Jeannie 
home. 


Nearly all the shows lack the proper

Nevertheless

Chip Off His Block Is Fun 
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by BRAD BREKKE 


Torgny Westerberg, 61, Is a civil engi- 


neer by trade. 


He is also a woodcarver. He claims it 


relaxes him M much as fishing does oth- 
er men. 


He begins his work with a square hunk 


of wood, then cuts a rough outline of the 
figure he plans to carve with a bandsaw. 
After this, he pencils in the exact draw- 
ing on the wood surface and drills a few 
holes, when necessary, to get inside the 
wood. After this, it is all chisel work. 
And many hours of it, too. 


Westerberg. a Swede who was born in 


Texas, has lived at 1060 S. Roselle Road 
in Inverness for the last 27 years. The 
father of two daughters, he has his own 
business there. Westerberg Engineering 
Co.. consultants for civil, sanitary and 
architectural engineering work. 


His woodcarving shop is set up just a 


few feet from his drawing board in the 
office, where it's handy. 


Westerberg's interest in woodcarving 


goes back 12 years, when he was 49 and 
building a church in Chicago. 


"I had a professional woodcarver 


working for me by the name of John 
Tnrrcll. He did all the ecclesiastical 
woodcarving. I watched him and got the 
urge to try my hand at it. So I did and 
that's how it all began " he said. 


Westerberg said after his finished his 


first piece, he had Torrell criticize it, 
and then he went back and carved anoth- 
er. 


"TORRELL GAVE ME a few chisels 


to begin with and I still have them, al- 
though I've added a few more since then. 
I never took a course in woodcarving .. . 
Just kept working at it. My work showed 
gradual improvement and that was the 
main thing," be said. 


One winter a few years back West- 


erberg was snowed in and so to pass the 
time, he decided to carve a design on his 
oak fireplace mantle. 


"T do this as a pastime. Much of it is 


relief work or carvmg on a flat plane, 
such as fireplace mantles. It's very 
therapeutic for me ... 
helps me forget 


all the troubles and pressures of the 
day," he said. 


Right now he is working on another 


oak mantle for a friend of his, carving a 
scenic of Indians chasing buffalo next to 
a train in the Old West. 


Many of the wood figures Westerberg 


has carved in the past 12 years show fine 
craftsmanship and excellent detail, some 
of which is very delicate. But he is a 
modest man. 


"OH. THERE ARE so many others 


better than me. I'm just an amateur. 
Look at this carving, see, it's not right." 


Each carving, says Wetterberg, takes 


between 40 and SO hours. He works only 
a few hours at a time, then goes back to 
his drawing board. 


He has neither sold nor displayed any 


of his work. 


"Sell it? What's it worth? How can you 


afford to pay a man for 40 hours of work. 
It would have to be a very good carving 
and a person would have to want it very 
badly. No. I just do the work for myself 
and my friends " he said. 


Westerberg carves his figures from 


various types of wood, such as bass, 
Honduras mahogany and walnut. But his 
favorite wood, the type he can't get 
enough of. is pear wood. Pear wood, he 
says, is strong and flexible. 


"I strive for effect over perfection. Of 


course, I strive for perfection too, but 
imperfect chiseled wood has a wonderful 
effect. It looks real," he said. 


How does he decide what to carve? 
"I look through books and magazines 


to find an unusual picture or drawing 
that might make a good carving. I don't 
like repetitious work, so It must be inter- 
esting, tell a story, be comical and at- 
tractive to the eye. I did one carving of 
the Prodigal Son being embraced by his 
father. The son is a Negro and that tells 
a story," he said. 


Westerberg says he carves only when 


he is in the mood. When he gets mentally 
tied up with his engineering, he'll take 
an hour off to work on a carving and as 
a resu't, he claims he does better at both 
jobs. 


ONE QUALITY all woodcarvers must 


have is patience. It's very easy to get 
discouraged, he says. 


"Sometimes when I'm working on a 


hand carving, I'll mold it in clay first, 
then begin work from there," he said. 


He says the best woodcarvers in this 


country are located in three geographical 
pockets: California, the Ozarks and New 
England. But the world's best wood- 
carvers today, he says, a-e located in 
Germany, Austria and Switzerland. 


"A lot of people are going Into the 


work after retirement today. It gives 
them something to do. Some people open 
little shops in their homes, others sell 
their carvings in local gift shops. 


"It's one way they can pick up a few 


bucks and have fun doing it. There's a 
lot of women in the field now, too. Not all 
woodcarvers are fine craftsmen though. 
In fact, most of them are mediocre. 


"There are a tot of novelty wood- 


carvings on the market today. They're 
not very good, but they sell. Fine crafts- 
manship isn't as sought out today as it 
used to be," he said. 


Laat year Westerberg and his wife 


toured South America. In Bolivia, they 
visited a little mission. In the mission 
was a workshop with a large piece of 
Honduras mahogany. 


"I asked to take the piece of wood 


bom* with me so I could carve them 
MMtnfcc with it," he said. 


He did. It was a carving of Albreent 


Dorer's praying hands. Durer was a 16th 
century German artist who is famous for 
that painting. 
-I USED MY OWN hands as the mod- 


el. The bands in me painting were toe 


of a poor man. They showed po- 


verty and hunger," he said. 


Now the couple planto send the carving 


back to the little mission in Bolivia. 


"It's just something to better relations 


between us and the people of Bolivia . .. 
a friendship gift," said Westerberg.

What it • mortgage? 


A mortgage is a legal agreement conveying 
property as security for the payment of a 
debt. The borrower agrees to repay the 
loan in a specified period of time and num- 
ber of payments. In return for the loan, he 
grants a lien on the property to the lender. 
The title remains: in the hands of the. bor- 
,rower. 


to there mora than ona typa 


of mortgage? 


Yin, there are three basic types of mort- 
gages: conventional, FHA and VA. 


CONVENTIONAL MORTGAGES are granted 
by savings and loans and other local finan- 
cial institutions. On conventional mort- 
gages, you can usually borrow up to 80% 
of the appraised valuation of the property. 


• r. / 


FHA (FEDERAL HOUSING ADMINISTRA- 
TION) MORTGAGES are granted by some 
tending institutions including Bell. The sig- 
nificant difference between these and con- 
ventional loans is that the FHA guarantees 
payment to the lending institution in case 
of default by the borrower. FHA mortgages 
generally require smaller down payments. 
They are available on property approved 
by the FHA. 


VA MORTGAGES are available only to cer- 
tain eligible veterans. The amount of the 
loan is guaranteed by the Veteran's Ad- 
ministration up to a maximum of $12,500. 
' the Interest rate is sometimes lower than 
that of other mortgages and you can often 
borrow the full purchase price without hav- 
ing to make a down payment. 


What other charges and closing faas 


should I expect? 


In addition to the down payment you should 
plan for additional expenses: Many lenders 
charge service charges and these vary 
from institution to institution. 
Some lenders also charge appraisal or clos- 
ing fees (Bell does not charge for either of 
these on conventional loans). Title insur- 
ance can cost you $50 to $100, and you 
should plan a legal fee for your lawyer. 


How long to the average mortgage? 


Most mortgages made today are for 25 
years. Of course, It is possible to make a

How do I know what I should spend 


on a house? 


What you spend on a house should be de- 
termined by two things. How much do you 
have available for a cash down payment? 
How much are you able to pay for your 
monthly payments? Obviously if you're 
young and expect your income to increase 
in the years ahead, you can afford to spend 
more than if you're older and have achieved 
your maximum income leveK 
As a general guide for younger buyers, 
sound economics suggest your monthly 
mortgage payment not exceed one quarter 
of your monthly income. Or that the pur- 
chase price of the property not exceed two 
and one half to three times your yearly in- 
come. However, your individual circum- 
stances will dictate exactly how much you 


should spend, and your real estate broker 
or attorney can be extremely helpful in 
suggesting the price range of the home you 
should be looking at. 


What are points? 


On certain types of mortgages, particularly 
FHA, the lending institution sometimes 
makes an additional charge for handling 
the loan. This is done to bring the return 
up to what they can get on other types of 
investments. When this charge is made to 
the seller, it is called "points". When it's 
to the buyer, it is referred to as a "service 
charge". 


How long does H take to gat 


a mortgage? 


Normally, from the time application is made, 
it takes about two weeks to process and 
approve a conventioi. .I mortgage. FHA and 
VA mortgages generally take somewhat 
longer to process and approve. 


Do I need a lawyer? 


For the average person, the purchase of a 
home is probably the largest single invest- 
ment of a lifetime. Buying a house is a com- 
plex transaction, and we would certainly 
recommend you use the services and ex- 
pertise of an attorney. He can help you de- 
termine such things as exactly what prop- 
erty is included in the sale, the date of 
possession and the proper pro-rating of 
such items as insurance, taxes and utilities.

Bill Introduced 
To Change Code 


A bill to provide for a uniform, max- 


imum state building code was recently 
introduced in the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives by Rep Edward R. Madigan 
of Lincoln The bill is now in committee, 
awaiting a hearing 


Backed by the Home Builders Associ- 


4tmn of Illinois, the proposed legislation 
calls for the creation of an 11 member 
Construction Code Council which would 
draft and maintain a modern, perform- 
ance type State Building Construction 
Cxie Thr state code would be mandato- 
ry 
according to Madigan, and would 


substitute for hundreds of local codes 
ahich now vary from one community to 
another 


Madigan said that in addition to meet- 


in k' its objective of insuring safe-quality 
housing for all residents by establishing 
up-to-date construction standards, a uni- 
form code will provide significant cost 
s.ivines to Illinois buyers and renters of 
homes apartments or whabllltated hous- 
ing ' Builders working with a single, 
modern code would be allowed to use 
oew materials and apply standardization 
and cost-sav ing building techniques often 
prohibited under current conditions," he 
said 


A recent study by the National Com- 


mission on Urban Problems entitled. 
Building the American City, indicated 
that a total of $1838 us added to the cost 
of an average house by code require- 
ments in excess of model codes and FHA 
minimum standards 


The proposed legislation calls for the 


council after a public hearing, to put the 
code into effect within one year after its 


first meeting. Council members would in- 
clude at least one home owner, one home 
builder, one general contractor, one mu- 
nicipal building official, one registered 
professional engineer and one registered 
architect. 


Under the provisions of the bill the 


state Code will be entirely administered 
and enforced by local officials. Local 
communities seeking 
more 
stringent 


regulations could appeal to the state 
group and be granted permissionn for 
changes in the code. In addition, the 
council could grant code deviations to 
several communities or areas of the 
state because of special circumstances 
requiring provisions different from the 
state code. The council may also provide 
special rules for unusual types or classes 
of buildings not subject to conventional 
engineering analysis 


According to Jerry Campbell, execu- 


tive vice president of HBAI, his group, 
with the help of other interested organi- 
zations, has studied state code legislation 
for over two years. Campbell said, "We 
are convinced that a uniform code in Illi- 
nois will mean savings of hundreds of 
dollars to home buyers and apartment 
renters throughout the state. Such an ap- 
proach is a simple and realistic way, we 
feel, to reduce one of the major costs of 
housing construction 


According to Campbell other states, in- 


cluding California, Indiana, Massachu- 
setts, Minnesota, New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, Ohio and Wisconsin al- 
ready have state-wide building code laws 
of varying types and applications. Many 
more states are considering similar leg- 
islation, he noted

This shift was a reversal of the pattern 


of 1969. In that year, when market inter- 
eat rates were Ugh, the household sector 
bypassed financial intermediaries to in-

struments, particularly U S Government 
securities. As market interest rates fell 
— and fell sharply — in the last half of 
1970, the rates paid by financial inter- 
mediaries became relatively more at- 
tractive, and savings accounts rose as a 


proportion of total financial assets ac- 
quired by the household sector. 


Assuming that the process of "reinter- 


mediation" continued into the first quar- 
ter of 1971, the enormous gains in person- 
al savings-type accounts at banks and sa- 
ings and loan associations do not neces- 
sarily imply that consumers increased 
their total savings in proportion to dis- 
posable income That ratio averaged 7% 
per cent in the last nine months of 1970, 
compared with 6 per cent in 1969.

Savings, Sales Move Up 
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Savings are twinging upward at record 


ratea, and as a reault the home buyer 
can expect lenders to compete for Ida 
mortgage buaineu with attractive tenna. 


The good news in home financing was 


noted recently by BID N. Brown, presi- 
dent of the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards Buyers wffl enjoy ready 
access to credit at least for the next six 
months, according to Brown. Lenders 
win compete with one another by accom- 
modating a wider range of loan appli- 
cants, approving longer-term maturities 
and moderately smaller average down 
payments for some borrowers, he said. 


The flood of savings, especially since 


the first of this year, is primarily respon- 
sible for the abundance of mortgage 
funds at financial institutions. "Our sav- 
ings inflow has been fantastic," said Ro- 
land Barstow, president of Ben Federal 
Savings and Loan Association in Chi- 
cago "Our net gain in the first three 
months of this year was $60 million. Our 
previous record for this period was $20 
million " An improved savings picture 
was also reported at Mount Prospect 
Federal Savings and Loan Association, 
North West Federal Savings and Loan 
Association in Chicago and Douglas Sav- 
ings and Loan Association in Arlington 
Heights. 


According to a recent issue of Barome- 


ter of Business, a publication of Harris 
Trust and Savings Bank in Chicago, sav- 
ings commercial banks, mutual savings 
banks and savings and loan associations 
are climbing at record rates. The com- 
bined gain for the first two months of the 
year adds up to an annual rate of $100 
billion, more than twice the increase for 
any previous year. The report indicated 
that a large part of this money can be 
expected to flow into residential loans. 


HOME BUYERS are responding to this 


year's turnaround in the mortgage mar- 
ket, according to savings institutions. 
"There are probably five times more 
lookers for homes this year, and they are 
usually serious," said Joseph Sokal, 
president of Mount Prospect Federal 
Savings and Loan Association 


John Eagleson, president of First Fed- 


eral Savings and Loan Association of Des 
Plalnes, said, "We've placed about six 
times as many mortgages the first three 
months of this year as last year, and we 
did about three times as much business 
as in i960 He anticipates that May and 
June will be the heaviest residential 
sales months, and noted that new bous- 
ing win probably cost more after new 
labor contracts go into effect in June- 


Loan demand has been strong, accord- 


ing to Robert Holzer, vice president and 
deputy loan department manager at 
North West Federal Savings and Loan 
Association In Chicago "It seems likely 
that If the demand continues, added to 
the summer demand, that there could be 
a shortage of funds by the end of the 
year, accompanied by higher rates," he 
said 


Most of the area thrift institutions 


agreed that mortgage rates are fairly 
stable, after a decline from 1970 levels of 
well over 8 per cent The range is gener- 
ally from 7 to 7% per cent with some 
associations charging one or two points 
(percentage of the mortgage amount). 
Anthony DIBenedetto, vice president, 
mortgage loan department of the Pala- 
tine Savings and Loan Association, said 
he does not see any strong movement in 
either direction, but that if anything 
rates are edging upward slightly. 


THE ADJUSTABLE mortgage rate 


was discussed by only two lenders Don- 
ald 
Morton, president of Arlington 


Heights Federal Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation, said his firm is offering the flex- 
ible rates "We will put mortgages on a 
scale that Is adjustable to whatever the 
current market is," he said. "We haven't 
had any requests yet. 


"We think it Is the answer, with the 


advantage of always paying the current 
market rate," said Morton "The concept 
is this Money has a value at a given 
time, probably the fair price.

Spring Is Time For 
Termite Inspection 


Spring should mean time for a termite 


inspection to most homeowners. 


Termites cause a quarter-billion dol- 


lars worth of damage a year in the 
United States. One of three houses now 
being built will sometime be infested. 


Homes in most of the United States are 


subject to termite damage, and all of the 
nation south of Wisconsin has moderate 
to heavy distribution of the insects. 


They enter structures through many 


points, often through untreated wood in 
contact with the soil. Common entries 
are wooden steps and supports, dirt fills 
under porches, and around basement or 
lower-level windows with wood sills at or 
below grade. 


If wood is some distance from the 


ground, they build a shelter tube to pro- 
tect movements between slabs, concrete 
piers of crawl spaces and basements, on 
foundation walls and in cavities of hollow 
masonry. 


The tubes are a sign of termite in- 


festation. Another sign may be presence 
of swarmers or winged termites, which 
appear in the spring and fall, or dis- 
covery of wood that collapses easily 
when probed with an ice pick or pocket 
knife or tapped with a hammer.

about these insects has been assembled 
by the University of Illinois Small Homes 
Council-Building Research Council in Cir- 
cular F2.5, Termite Control, which is 
available for 15 cents from the Small 
Homes Council-Building Research Coun- 
cil, One East Saint Mary's Road, 
Champaign, Illinois 61820.

A simplified four-digit code for dating 


consumer packaged, manufactured meat 
products has been recommended by the 
American Meat Institute (AMI) for im- 
mediate adoption by the nation's meat 
processing industry. 


Under the new code, approved by the 


AMI Board of Directors representing a 
large majority of the nation's meat pro- 
cessors, firms will date their products 
with four digits, the first two indicating 
the month and the last two indicating the 
day. Thus, the digits 0101 would indicate 
January 1, 0315 would indicate March 15, 
and 1130 would indicate November 30. 


This new code replaces the "AMI Meat 


Code" adopted in 1961. The old code also 
used four digits, but its meaning was 
little understood by consumers because 
the first and last digits added together 
indicated the month and the two middle 
digits represented the day. 


Herrell DeGraff, AMI president, point- 


'ed out that the new open dating code has 
been adopted to help simplify retailer 
control of products and to enable con- 
sumers readily to identify dates on pack- 
ages of meat products. The AMI recom- 
mended that open dating apply to all 
products with the exception of private la- 
bel items, canned meats and bone-in 
hams. 


The Institute urged packers and pro- 


cessors to adopt the new open dating ap- 
proach in order to establish and maintain 
a standard coding system in place of the 
present multiplicity of codes. 


Under the AMI plan, individual com- 


panies may find it hlepful to indicate on 
the package whether the open numerical 
date is the date of packing or the quality 
assurance date. 


"For example," DeGraff explained, 


"some processors will undoubtedly use 
date of manufacture. Other processors, 
having diffefrent distribution methods, 
may use some forward date to represent 
a quality assurance date to the con- 
sumer. The processor, at his own dis- 
cretion, may include qualifiyng words to 
indicate what the date represents or the 
need for proper refrigeration." 


DeGraff pointed out an inherent weak- 


ness of any dating system is that it deals 
only with "time," and time is not the 
only, or even the most important, factor 
determining product quality to the con- 
sumer. Temperature, for example, is 
much more important than time, be said. 


"We strongly believe," DeGraff said, 


"that there must be proper inventory 
management, rapid distribution and ap- 
propriate handling of all products, espe- 
cially with respect to temperature. When 
all is said, we are extremely dependent 
on good handling by distributors and con- 
sumers themselves."

Bulging Markets 


NEW YORK (UPI) —The average su- 


permarket is bulging with 6,000 to 8,000 
food items. 


Of the thousands of items to the gro- 


cery, 60 per cent have been introduced 
since World War II. More than 5,000 new 
items come along annually. Of these only 
1,500 are accepted by the grocer and only

Vegetables Brighten Spring Menus

I'm always enthusiastic when I find 


new ways of preparing vegetables. With 
the tender stalks of asparagus appearing 
in produce departments, the following 
recipes are almost certain to be in order 
But don't forget the year round standby 
vegetable recipes which I've also includ- 
ed. 


ORIENTAL ASPARAGUS SALAD 


1 to 1% pounds fresh asparagus 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
2 teaspoons sesame seed oil or peanut

Line asparagus In a 
row on chopping board and slice diago- 
nally into 1-Inch lengths.

A gourmet sponge cake is ideal to 


serve as a dessert or to guests at coffee 
or tea gatherings. 


You might want to try the sponge cake 


created by Bruno Comin, the pastry chef 
of the Four Seasons Restaurant in New 
York. Mr. Comin's special ingredient is 
Sabra, an Israeli orange liqueur flavored 
with a hint of chocolate. 


BRUNO COMIN'S SABRA 


SPONGE CAKE 


6 eggs, plus 
6 egg yolks 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup sifted cake flour 
% cup clarified butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Combine eggs, yolks and sugar in a 


bowl. Set the bowl over a saucepan con- 
taining 1 or 2 inches of hot water. It 
should not touch the bowl and should 
never boil. Place over low heat and beat 


the mixture continuously as it warms. 
When the eggs are warm enough, if you 
put your finger into them, not more than 
one drop should fall from your finger, 
and the mixture will look like a bright 
yellow syrup. Remove from the heat and 
beat with an electric mixer at high speed 
for about 15 minutes, or until the mixture 
becomes light, fluffy and cool It will al- 
most triple in bulk and will look very like 
whipped cream. Sprinkle the flour a 
little at a time, over the beaten eggs. 
Fold in gently, by hand. Add the clarified 
butter and vanilla. Be very careful not to 
overmlx or you will dissipate the ah* you 
have beaten in — which is what makes 
the cake light 


Pour the batter into either layer cake 


tins or a jelly roll pan. Bake in 350-de- 
gree oven for 25 to 30 minutes or until 
cake pulls away from pan and is golden 
brown and springy when touched lightly 
on top. Remove from pan immediately 


and cool on cake rack 


When cake is cool, slice horizontally 


into three portions (or divide jelly-roll 
rectangle in three portions). Soak in: 


Vi> quart syrup 
1 ounce Sabra

Combine following

gredients, beating together for about 20 
minutes until completely smooth: 
1 pound butter 
1 pound shortening 
2 pounds powdered sugar

filling and place each layer on top of the 
other Place remaining filling over low 
heat, stirring until it becomes liquid. Use 
to glaze top and sides of cake.

Royal Guava 
was inspired by the South Pacific islands 
that American visits — Hawaii, the Fijis, 
American Samoa, New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia. 


It is a dessert that can be made ahead, 


thus saving time for the busy hostess. 
The cake is baked (from your favorite 
mix), cooled, then cut into layers, cov- 
ered with ice cream, sherbet and guava 
jelly (apricot if you prefer). Just before 
it is served, a final topping of meringue 
is browned in the oven. The entire crea- 
tion comes to the table in all its glory. 
Here is the kitchen-tested recipe. 


Food Shorts 


Chill canned fruit cocktail in its syrup 


with a little dry wine or lemon juice. 
Just before serving, spoon into dessert 
dishes. Pour sparkling water over each 
and top with fruit sherbet for a spring- 
fresh "soda-dessert." 


Frizzle paper-thin dried beef in butter 


or margarine in skillet. Add drained can- 
ned cling peach halves; heat through. 
Heap beef into peach cups. Serve with 
scrambled eggs and toast for a bolster- 
ing breakfast. 


Mound colorful drained canned fruit 


cocktail on beds of snipped romaine. 
Garnish with marble-size balls of cream 
cheese rolled in finely grated lemon rind. 
Makes a delicious salad to complement a 
wide variety of meat and poultry main 
dishes. 


A quick and scrumptious dessert- 


Toast buttered pound cake slices under 
broiler. Top with drained canned cling 
peach slices. Mix cottage cheese with 
sugar and cinnamon to taste, fold into 
whipped cream and mound over peaches.

ICE CREAM CAKE 


Spice cake (your own recipe or a 


mix) 
V2 - % cup guava jelly 
1 pint raspberry sherbet 
1 pint vanilla ice cream 


Rum to taste (1 to 2 tablespoons) 


Meringue 


4 egg whites 
V4 teaspoon cream of tartar 
8 tablespoons sugar 


Round of cardboard or brown paper 
Stir one to two tablespoons rum into 


vanilla ice cream. Return to freezer. 


Bake cake in 8-inch pans. When suf- 


ficiently cool, carefully slice each layer 
in half, making four layers in all. You 
will use only three, Place first layer on 
round of cardboard, Spread guava jelly 
(or apricot, if you prefer) on layer. 
Place second layer on top of first. Work- 


ing rapidly, spread raspberry sherbet 
evenly. Now place third layer on top of 
sherbet Still working quickly, spread va- 
nilla ice cream on top layer. Keep sides 
straight as you build up the cake. You 
may want to tie an aluminum foil collar 
around it to keep it even Place cake in 
freezer and let it harden (at least four 
hours) 


Just before serving, prepare meringue. 


Whip four egg whites until frothy. Add 
sugar gradually, beating well after each 
addition, until mixture stands in stiff 
peaks. 


Cover cake completely with meringue. 


Bake four to five minutes at 450 degrees 
or until delicate brown. 


Remove from oven at once. Slip two 


spatulas between cake and cardboard. 
Transfer cake to chilled serving dish. 
Garnish with flowers if desired. Serve at 
once.

Spanish olives are a wonderful, built-in 


seasoning ingredient for all kinds of dish- 
es — M>ups, salads and main dishes. 
They have a slightly salty tang that 
blends particularly well with most any 
aavory dish and at the same time tend a 
nice touch of color. 


Another dish in which olives provide 


color and flavor is fillets of cole served 
with an olive-cucumber sauce.

Remove from 
heat. Chill, stirring occasionally, until 
mixture mounds slightly when dropped 
from a spoon. Fold in chopped olives and 
onion. Beat egg whites until stiff but not 
dry. Fold into olive mixture with 
whipped cream. Turn into 1-quart dish, 
prepared with waxed paper collar*. Chill 
until firm. Remove collar; gently press 
buttered crumbs around edge. Garnish 
top with sliced olives. Serve with a crisp 
tossed salad.

•Cut a strip of waxed paper long 


enough to go around outside of souffle 
dish. Fold lengthwise to form 4 thick- 
nesses.

First Cadet 
Starts Job 
With Police

Schaumburg has taken the first step in 


a new type training program for its po- 
lice department, one which Chief Martin 
Conroy believes will better prepare men 
to be effective patrolmen from their first 
day on the job. 


The village has instituted a police ca- 


det program, and the first cadet started 
duty two weeks ago. Cadet Edward Ru- 
pert, a Hoffman Estates resident, began 
his duties as night radio man, answering 
phone calls, dispatching squad cars and 
directing anbulances and fire equipment 
when those calls are routed through the 
police department. 


Cadet Rupert is young for a civilian 


police officer, only 19 and soon to be 20. 
State law sets 21 as the minimum age for 
a full-fledged patrolman. That is why Ru- 
pert is a cadet. 


HOWEVER, HE has worked as a po- 


lice officer, with all the responsibilitirs 
and inherent dangers the job entails. AD 
Illinois Air National Guardsman, when 
on active duty he is a member of the air 
police based at O'Hare International Air- 
port. His specialty is law enforcement, 
and he was trained for it at Lackland Air 
Force Base, Tex. 


As an air policeman in the guards. Ru 


pert carried a gun, wore a police offi- 
cer's uniform, had chemical weapons 
available to him and had the power to 
arrest. 


As a Schaumburg police cadet, Rupert 


has the uniform, but not the weaponry 
and he nas no power to arrest, othofi 
than that of my other citizen. He dolP 
not even wear the regulation police de- 
partment star, although a special shield 
for his identification is on order. 


Rupert is being educated in a number 


of ways, during his cadet assignment. He 
is attending nine weeks of police depart- 
ment sponsored juvenile seminars. He is 
a student at William Rainey Harper Ju- 
nior College, studying traffic adminis- 
tration. And he is learning the operations 
of a civilian police department. This last 
is what Chief Conroy expects will make 
Rupert a more effective officer, when he 
becomes one. He will be familiar with 
the village, understand policy of the vil- 
lage department, and be thoroughly 
versed in procedure. He will not need to 
get acquainted with a new job. 


ONCE RUPERT becomes 21, he will 


qualify to take the patrolman's exam- 
ination, and join the reserve officer's 
ranks. 
; 


The cadet is single, and lives with his 


parents. His interests outside the depart- 
ment are scuba diving and sailing. His 
goals are to complete the police science 
program at Harper, and continue educa- 
tion in this field at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, while working to attain full-time 
status with the Schaumburg department. 


His connection with the Schaumburg 


department is a matter both of coinci- 
dence and chance. 


He had heard from state troopers, that 


Schaumburg is the department to work 
for — it is a respected department, and 
offers room for advancement. 


He got the job when he ran out of gas 


one day on Schaumburg Road. Chief Con- 
roy drove past, and stopped to offer help. 
Rupert took him up on the offer, asking 
him to help him become a police officer, 
by naming him a police cadet Chief Con- 
roy, well impressed with Rupert, took it 
from there.

WHIP Vows 
To Act As 
'Watchdog' 


Wheeling Independent Party support- 


ers Tuesday evening resolved to form 
an association to act as a watchdog on 
village government in Wheeling. 


Norbert Bigalke, one of the original or- 


ganizers of the party announced at a 
post election 'party that the association 
would have regular meetings and send 
committees of residents to village board 
meetings to act as observers. 


The WHIP party failed in its write-in 


effort to elect four candidates to the vil- 
lage board in Tuesday's election. 


However. WHIP officials say they 


were encouraged by the total of more 
than 900 write-in votes and that in two 
years the party would run another slate 
for election to the village board. 


The party had originally filed in the 


election but was removed from the ballot 
by the municipal electoral board after a 
Wheeling resident filed objections to the 
WHIP petitions. 


THE CONTROVERSY centered around 


Bigalkr'.i candidacy He had not lived in' 
the village long enough to legally be a 
trustee 


WHIP Candidate Michael Moran said 


Tuesday that he wanted to offer "my to- 
tal cooperation to the village board in 
anv way I can in the next »wo years." 


Moran added. "However, I'll be back 


in two years " 


Speaking before a crowd of WHIP sup- 


porters at the Hartman House. Moran 
turned to James Stavros, former Wheel- 
i n g T o w n s h i p Democratic Com- 
mitteeraan, and said, "Two years from 
now, look out, Jimmy! Two years, two 
years." 


Stavros, who had arrived at the gather- 


ing only a few minutes earlier, left the 
restaurant by a side door shortly after 
Moran began speaking. 


JIM HOOLIHAN. from the Committee 


on Illinois Government's election divi- 
sion, told the WHIP supporters that he 
had "never seen a write-in campaign as 
successful as thi« " 


"It's not two years from now It's an 


ongoing thing The reason independents 
don't win lots of times is because we 
come out only for elections. 


"We've got to watch the village gov- 


ernment and make our position known," 
he said. 


The WHIP candidates turned to the 


Committee on Illinois Government, a lib- 
eral Democratic organization, for help 
when the party s election petition was 
challenged 


The committee provides free assis- 


tance to all candidates in non-partisan 
local elections

Stunning Victory; Thompson Ousted 
Entire 7-Member EGA Slate Elected 


by CRAIG GAARE 


The Buffalo Grove Alliance (BGA) 


scored a stunning victory in the Buffalo 
Grove election Tuesday, ousting village 
president Donald Thompson and electing 
its entire seven-member slate, including 
a park district candidate. 


Thompson placed third behind BGA 


candidate Gary Armstrong and indepen- 
dent Kenneth Felten in his bid for a sec- 
ond term 


Armstrong, currently a village trustee, 


got 1,061 votes nearly double Thompson's 
total of 536. Felten got 799 votes. 


Also elected in the BGA sweep were 


Randall Rathjen, Edward Osman and 
James Shirley, all candidates for four- 
year trustee terms; Charles Vogt, candi- 
date for a two-year trustee term; Verna 
Clayton, candidate for village clerk; and 
Joseph Settanni, park commissioner can- 
didate. 


Armstrong and the BGA slate showed 


their greatest strength in Lake County, 
where Thompson has been criticized in a 
school site controversy, and in Cam- 
bridge, the scene of flooding and water 
shortages 


Armstrong picked up well over half of 


his votes in the two precincts represent- 
ing those areas 


He got 394 votes in Lake County to 


Thompson's 81 and Felten's 110. In Cam- 
bridge, where Armstrong was also fa- 
vored because of his vote as a trustee 
against the condominiums, Armstrong 


got 235 votes to Thompson's 51 and Fel- 
ten's 50. 


The BGA's decisive victory apparently 


nullified the effect of challenges to 92 
voters in Lake County. The challenges 


Stavros: Not Chased Out 


Former Wheeling Township Democrat- 


ic Committeeman James Stavros yester- 
day objected to a statement in Wednes- 
day's Herald that he had left the precinct 
27 polling place Tuesday after being 
challenged by a Wheeling Independent 
Party (WHIP) supporter. 


"I had credentials in my pocket at all 


times. Nobody chased me out and I did 
nothing wrong. I think the facts should 
have been checked with me," Stavros 
said. 


Stavros told the Herald he had creden- 


tials as a watcher signed by an Active 
Citizen's Ticket (ACT) candidate. "You 
don't have to live in the precinct or the 
village to be a watcher," Stavros said. 
Stavros now lives in Northbrook. 


Stavros told the Herald that he spent 


the day campaigning for the ACT candi- 
dates. "I used to live in that precinct 
(27). We only got 191 straight ACT votes 
there We buried them," Stavros said. 


"THOSE PEOPLE didn't even know 


the law," Stavros said referring to the 
WHIP workers. 


Stavros admitted that he told WHIP 


worker Jim HooLhan that he didn't have 
credentials. "The only people who hate a 
right to ask me for credentials are the 
election judges. They didn't even have 
any credentials. They're not officials." 


Stavros said he was "very upset" by 


the inference that he left the precinct 27 
polling place, Mark Twain School, be- 
cause of the WHIP challenge. 


"I had credentials at all times and the 


election judges knew it." 


involved a dispute over registration 
dates. The number of challenged ballots 
were less than the victory margins in all 
contests 


The leading vote getter in the election 


was Vogt. He defeated Henry Cimaglio, a 
member of Thompson's United Village 
Party, for the two-year term by 1,712 to 
515 votes. 


BGA candidates for four-year terms 


also won easily with the following vote 
totals: Shirley, 1,502; Osman, 1050; and 
Rathjen, 982 


Independent candidates for trustee also 


did better than United Village Party can- 
didates. The totals for independents 
were: Wallace "Bud" Berth, 883; Gordon 
Tierney, 694; Allan Thorud, 605. 


Totals for United Village Party trustee 


candidates were: Jack G Maichel. 292; 
Donald J. Wilson, 386; and Charles 
Moddhe, 564 


The closest race was for village clerk, 


but again the BGA won with Verna Clay- 
ton defeating incumbent Rosalie Kaszu- 
bowski 1,183 to 997. 


In a separate race for Buffalo Grove 


park district commissioner BGA candi- 
date Joseph Settanni led independent 
William Russell 1,262 to 756 with one pre- 
cinct unreported. The precinct has only 
about 200 votes.

community 


The program is not simply a "nice ges- 


ture ' according to Kozlowski "Being a 
do Bonder isn't enough You also have to 
h.ive something to offer " In the case of 
the students they are offering tutoring 
for prr school and retarded children, in- 
struction in such areas as music and 
swimming aid to nurses and hospital 
p.itirnts clerical work and sirnpe com- 
panionship 


"WK DON'T W \NT to duplicate func- 


tions already m operation in these 
agencies ' said Kozlowski "We want to 
supplement existing services" If an 
agency views the volunteer program as a 
means to aiqtnre cheap labor rather 
than as a learning experience for the stu- 
dents that agency is withdrawn from the 
program 


Some of the students admit they joined 


the volunteer program "to get an easy 
cr.idf 
But once they became involved 


m 'he program, they said they enjoyed 


Mping out " And they believe they 


have become more tolerant and more un- 
derstanding. 


Tom White, a Hersey football player 


said his work at the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged has made him more sympa- 
thetic towards his own grandfather. "He 
used to get on my nerves because he is 
hard of hearing, and we always have to 
yell at him. Now I just hope I am in as 
good of shape as he is when I am 89." 


"vSome of the old guys at the home can 


tell real whoppers," said Tom. "There is 
one old guy who can whip the pants off 
anybody in pool And another guy gets 
whistled at by an old lady everytime I 
walk down the hall with him." 


Carol Witthoff has enjoyed her work at 


the home for the aged so much, she has 
decided to make social work her career. 
"I didn't want to go there at first. But 
the old people accept the kids so well, I 
changed my attitude. They love to talk to 
us There is one man there who tells me 
about the horse and buggy days. And one 
of the women used to be Thomas Edi- 
son's nurse " 


WORKING WITH A much younger age 


bracket, Scott Palmer said he has also 
acquired a lot of patience. Scott is help- 
ing out in a class for educable mentally 
handicapped children at John Muir 
School in Prospect Heights. 


"It can get to be frustrating because 


these children have poor memories," 
said Scott "I work with one child at a 
time and try to teach him something like 
the color chart 


"I feel satisfied as long as I can see a 


change in the child," said Scott, who 
holds a part-time job in addition to his 
volunteer work. He plans to join the VIS- 
TA Program as soon as he graduates

Zoning Approval 
Brings Talk 
Oi Law Suit 


An angry resident of Buffalo Grove's 


Cambridge subdivision talked of legal ac- 
tion after the village of Wheeling ap- 
proved business zoning on a lot bordering 
his backyard. 


The Buffalo Grove residents charged 


that the Wheeling Village Board had 
failed to give them a fair hearing Mon- 
day and had "railroaded" through a re- 
zoning approval for Mrs. Helen Stavros, 
the mother of former Wheeling Township 
D e m o c r a t i c Commilieeman James 
Stavroe. 


The residents had hired an attorney 


and presented detailed written and oral 
objections to the rezoning. They had 
pointed out that the real estate office 
Mrs. Stavros said she wanted to operate 
in her home would be legal under the 
existing zoning as a non-conforming use. 


"I'M SICK AND tired of getting Cam- 


bridge shoved down my throat. I didn't 
know there was a feudal war between 
Wheeling and Cambridge when I moved 
in. For this I v.juld have stayed in 'Chi- 
cago." one resident said. She was refer- 
ring to Trustee Peter Egan's comments 
about the flooding and the lawsuit which 
resulted over the construction of the 
Cambridge homes. 


"I can't believe he said the people in 


Buffalo Grove don't count. We pay taxes 
to the same school district and to the 
Wheeling park district. We're dependent 
on each other" another homeowner 
pointed out. 


"We stand to lose more than she can 


ever gain by the rezoning," another said. 


The residents' attorney, Gene M. 


Ignlka, had presented a lengthy written 
objection to the Wheeling village board 
pointing out why the rezoning should be 
denied. 


HE CHARGED the rezoning would 


change the character of the area, would 
reduce the Buffalo Grove landowners 
property values, would lead to hazardous 
traffic for local children and would result 
in a loss of privacy for the families bor- 
dering the property. 


Igolka also said public nuisances such 


as noise and air pollution would result 
from the rezoning and said the use of the 
adjoining properties for recreational pur- 
poses would be severely inhibited. 


ran the hardest campaign. We held two 
coffees a night for seven weeks." 


"The people believed what we had to 


say. Our position about an open and par- 
ticipatory government attracted many 
people." 


ARMSTRONG SAID the Lake County 


precinct and the Cambridge subdivision 
precinct were the key areas of his elec- 
tion.

The first member of the Buffalo Grove 


Fire Department cadet program has 
been graduated and is now a regular vol- 
unteer member of the department. 


Frank Scharringhausen, 18, of 118 St. 


Mary's Pkwy., has completed the train- 
ing under the cadet program established 
about a year ago. 


The program is operated by a five-man 


committee of firemen. Lt. Robert Krause 
is the officer on the committee. 


"We think it's real worthwhile. The 


kids enjoy it and they're here all the 
time. The attendance at the meetings is 


almost perfect," Krause said. 


THE TEN CADETS attend drills along 


with the rest of the firemen and also 
have special drills once a month to re- 
ceive training in "all types of fire fight- 
ing," according to Krause. The cadets 
also have completed first aid training 
course. 


When there is a fire, the cadets are 


instructed to come to the station five 
minutes after the alarm to stand by at 
the station. But some of them come 
along with their fathers who are firemen, 
Krause said. 


"They can operate the radio and some- 


times they have when our regular radio 
operator can't make it," he said. 


Krause said there are openings for ad- 


ditional members in the cadet program. 
The program is open to anyone living in 
the area protected by the Buffalo Grove 
Fire Department which includes all of 
the village south of Checker Road. Also, 
the applicants must be between the ages 
of 14 and 18 and have their parents' per- 
mission.

A proposal is being made to the Wheel- 


ing Village Board to annex property on 
the south side of Manchester Drive west 
of Mister B's restaurant to Wheeling and 
develop the land with apartments. 


A petition to annex the property was 


received by the board this week and re- 
ferred to the village attorney for prepa- 
ration into ordinance form. 


A request to f ezone the property once 


it is annexed from R-l single family 
home zoning to R-4 multiple family zon- 
ing was referred to the village's zoning 
board of appeals by the village board. A 
public hearing on the rezoning will be 
scheduled. 


The annexation and improvement of 


the property might mean an end to prob- 
lems with road conditions on Manchester 
drive which have been plaguing the vil- 
lage. 


Because the street is now half in the 


village and half in unincorporated area 
the village cannot use motor fuel tax 
(MFT) 
rebates to pay for resurfacing 


and repair work on the street. 


However if the property were annexed 


the entire width of the street from Mil- 
waukee Avenue to the west side of Park 
Avenue would be within the village limits 
and MFT funds could be applied to the 
street. 


The village has had drainage problems 


in the area with water flowing from the 
property south of the street onto Man- 
chester Drive causing large iced areas in 
winter. 


Enrollment Hits 800

without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and 
not a long-range planning body. Planning 
responsibility should be given to another 
agency — possibly the Chicago Area 
Transportation Study (CATS), according 
to the recommendation.

COG Requests Transit Agency 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


The Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments (COG) yesterday called for the es- 
tablishment of regional rapid trans- 
portation agency to serve the six coun- 
ties in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


The COG' proposal came in the form of 


a report prepared by a special com- 
mittee during the past few months in 
conjunction with the Chicago Association 
of Commerce and Industry. COG's exec- 
utive committee unanimously adopted 
the report at a regular meeting in Chi- 
cago's Bismarck Hotel. 


The report recommended the creation 


of a single operating agency, called the 
Chicago 
Area 
Rapid 
Transportation 


System (CARTS), to integrate three ma- 
jor forms of mass transportation — bus, 
commuter railroad and rapid transit. 


All area transportation agencies, in- 


cluding the Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA) and suburban bus companies, 
would be made part of the system, ac- 
cording to the proposal. 


THE SYSTEM would be established by 


the state legislature and would be gov- 
erned by a board of directors elected on 
a one-man one-vote basis for staggered 
terms. The COG proposal called for giv- 
ing the board broad powers, including 
those to condemn property, to set fares 
without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing. 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and

COG's executive committee, in making 


its proposals, is taking a stand against 
the railroads who are seeking legislative 
action to strengthen 
their operations 


without control by a single operating 
agency. 


"We're saying the operating agency 


should not be his own master in terms of 
long-range planning," commented Jack 
Walsh, COG chairman and village presi- 
dent of Arlington Heights. 


Recent efforts by railroads to set up 


joint commuter districts also is opposed 
by COG- 


Walsh explained, "We're concerned 


about the proliferation of these dis- 
tricts." 


The COG proposal, though intended to 


give the Illinois General Assembly "al- 
ternatives" to solving the growing mass 
transportation crisis,, is too late for any 
action during the current legislative ses- 
sion.

shop, locker rooms; whirlpool, saunas, 
exercise and sun rooms — and massages 
by appointment. 


Wright said there will be three indoor 


courts on each side of a core, two-story 
building housing the pro shop, locker 
room facilities and lounge area. 


"A great deal of research has gone 


into The Right Club," he said. The court 
surface will be Dynaturf, a unique sur- 
face providing true bounce and con- 
sistency and the lighting will be diffused 
to eliminate glare, he said. 


Wright said the club is open to all ages 


and that more information can be obtain- 
ed by calling him at 358-5100. 


Earth Week: Is It Last Year's Fad? 


While there was a lot of enthusiasm 


among students at Palatine and Fremd 
high schools last year for Earth Day, 
little of this eagerness is evident this 
year for Earth Week. 


Few Earth Week programs have been 


scheduled at Palatine. Nothing will be 
done at Fremd. 


"Last year's Earth Day may just have 


been a fad as some people said it was," 
said Wayne Browning, a science teacher 
at Palatine and sponsor of the school's 
Ecology Club. 


Both schools had full programs point- 


ing to the world's ecological problems 
last year. Students drove bicycles to 
school instead of cars. Schools scheduled 
guest speakers like pollution experts Ber- 
tram Carnow and John Bolt at Palatine 
and Roger Charlier, a professor from 
Chicago Teachers College North, at 
Fremd. 


LITTLE HAS BEEN planned at Pala- 


tine, due to a misunderstanding between 
the student council and the Ecology Club, 
according to Chris Conway, president of 
the Ecology Club. It was thought that 
student coulcil would plan the Earth 
Week activities, but this proved to be 
false. 


As a result, the Ecology Club was left 


with little time to plan for Earth Week, 
he said. 


Last week, the Ecology Club sponsored 


a booth at Randhurst shopping center 
and distributed anti-pollution literature. 
On April 15, the club took a truck and 
collected the trash other groups had 
gathered during the Palatine Chamber of 
Commerce's anti-litter campaign. 


This week, some Ecology Club mem- 


bers are getting out of their study peri- 
ods for a few minutes to clean the 
school's halls. Conway said this project 
was aimed atbeautifying the school. 


ON SATURDAY, the club will prepare 


Palatine's flower beds for spring plant- 
ing. In May, club members will plant 
flowers and shrubs around the school's 
campus which they bought with their 
share of the profits from school paper 
drives. 


Nothing has been officially planned for 


Earth Week at Fremd. According to 
Stanton Knodle, chairman of Fremd's 
science department, only a few students 
from the school helped in the Palatine 
anti-litter campaign. 


There were no speakers at either 


school this year. 


Knodle said that last year, the teachers 


planned the programs at Fremd in order 
to advertise the problem. This year, he 
said, the activities were up to the stu- 
dents alone. 


Browning said Earth Week is actually 


different from Earth Day. Earth Day's 
purpose was to point out the problem. 
The purpose of Earth Week was for 


people to do something in their own com- 
munities. 


'A LOT OF KIDS wanted something 


like we had last year for Earth Day," 
Browning said. "However, nothing was 
planned because, when you really got 
down to it, the students just wanted out 
of classes. 


Am Curious, Ballot' 


"They were all for the fun aspects of 


Earth Day but they won't volunteer their 
time to do something in their own com- 
munity to combat pollution." 


"They talk about cleaning up the envi- 


ronment, but the Palatine cafeteria is 
the worst area in the village," he said. 
"A lot of the same students who criticize 
U.S. Steel for dumping something in 
Lake Michigan are also the ones who dir- 
ty up the cafeteria and won't clean it." 


He pointed out that the Ecology Club 


had a hard time getting help for their 
clean-up projects, even within the club 
itself. 


Defeated Palatine Library Board can- 


didate Mrs. Judith Gamoran has asked 
to examine the spoiled library ballots 
cast in Tuesday's election. 


She said her reasons were strictly out 


of curiosity. 


Losing the election by about 200 votes, 


Mrs. Gamoran said she doesn't hope to 
turn around the election! She just wants 
to find out how close she really came to 
Thomas H. Smith, who was elected to the 
board. 


In the running for two six year terms 


on the board, Mrs. Gamoran received 
2,140 votes while Smith received 2,330 
and Mrs. Mable Eilering received 2,606. 
Robert Jessen received 3,008 votes while 
running unopposed for a four year unex- 
pired term. 


ONE OF MRS. GAMORAN'S pollwat- 


chers in precinct 26 told her that ballots 
where she received votes were entirely 
voided because the voter wrongly in- 
dicated a write-in vote in place of Jes- 
sen. 


Village Clerk Mrs. June Boston said 


the spoiled ballots she has seen so far 
were voided because too many candi- 
dates were voted for or because the 
boxes were checked instead of crossed as 
instructed. 


She added anyone could examine the 


ballots or recount any precinct if they 
wish. 


Mrs. Gamoran contacted Mrs. Boston 


Wednesday morning to see about viewing 
the spoiled ballots. Mrs. Gamoran in- 
dicated that she will examine most pre- 
cincts for lost votes.

Causing the more than $2 million in 


construction in April 1970 was the Rolling 


Meadows Sports Complex and numerous 
industrial expansions. 


This month is following the same trend 


with the renovation of Three Fountains 
Apartments valued at $456,000 and H and

Entertainers 
building valued 
at 


$327,000, who have received permits 
recently. 


Also in this month's total is the Mr. 


Steak Restaurant construction worth 
$51,324. 


THE MAJORITY OF this month's per- 


mits were for single-family dwellings in 
Creekside, Dawngate and Kuntzke subdi- 
visions, Haug said. 


Each of the new homes is valued at an 


average of $35,000 in the subdivisions. 
Four permits were issued for Dawngate, 
two for Kuntze and two for Creekside. 
The highest valued home issued a permit 
for construction was in the Tall Oaks 
area of Rolling Meadows where the 
building was valued at $48,420. 


Last year's total construction in Roll- 


ing Meadows was almost $9 million. So 
far this year the building and zoning of- 
fice has issued permits for buildings 
worth $2 million.

There was a lot to say about 
Jim. He is a personal friend of almost 
everybody in the ward and when they 
heard he was in the race he got their 
support."

took the reins and organized the group 
into an effective force utilizing their 


short time and enthusiasm to the best 
advantage. 


Residents toured the ward on bicycles 


last Saturday. Posters were printed. And 
vote tallies were taken the day before the 
election.

24 hours before the polling places had 
closed. "I think we have about 50 to 
spare."

Most observers attributed the slight

COG Requests Transit Agency

The Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments (COG) yesterday called for the es- 
tablishment of regional rapid trans- 
portation agency to serve the six coun- 
ties m the Chicago metropolitan area 


The COG proposal came in the form of 


a report prepared by a special com- 
mittee during the past few months in 
conjunction with the Chicago Association 
of Commerce and Industry COG's exec- 
utive committee unanimously adopted 
the repoit at a regular meeting in Chi 
cago s Bismarck Hotel 


The report recommended the creation 


of a single operating agency, called the 
Chicago 
Area 
Rapid 
Transportation 


System (CARTS), to integrate three ma- 
jor forms of mass transportation — bus, 
commuter railroad and rapid transit 


All area transportation agencies, in- 


cluding the Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA) and suburban 
bus companies, 


would be made part of the system, ac- 
cording to the proposal 


THE SYSTEM would be established by 


the state legislature and would be gov- 
erned by a board of directors elected on 
a one-man one-vote basis for staggered 
terms The COG proposal called for giv- 
ing the board, broad powers, including 
those to condemn property, to set fares 
without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and

ing. Objections may be filed up to five 
days before the hearing. 


THE COURT WILL TURN the request 


over to the village board if it approves 
the petition Prior to making a final deci- 
sion on the matter, the village board 
plans to conduct a feasibility study. The 
study will determine the cost of provid- 
ing services to the "new town" area and 
the amount of revenue that will come 
into the village from the area. 


Earlier Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 


Teichert indicated the board would not 
wait for the court to turn the matter over 
to the village before starting the study. 


The area in question is known as "new 


town" Prospect Heights. Located north- 
east of the village, it includes about 8,000 
people and about 1V4 square miles. 


About 80 per cent of the registered vot- 


ers and of the property owners in the six 
homeowners associatons in the area 
signed the annexation petition, according 
to Pat Link 


AT ONE TIME it was thought a refer- 


endum in the area to be annexed would 
be necessary before the annexation could 
be completed However according to 
Link, a referendum may be held in the 
municipality on the proposal but not in 
the unincorporated area. 


"The petitions themselves, since they 


had more than 50 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters and land owners, in effect 
constitute a referendum," said Link. 
"The village board can call for a refer- 
endum in its own municipality. And if 
the village board denies the annexation 
request, there is a procedure whereby 
the residents in the municipality can pe- 
tition for a referendum." 


The petitions were filed iwth the court 


after an almost month-long campaign 
Homeowners association leaders directed 
the petition drive in which about 4,500 
homes were visited At the end of the 
drive, 3,600 persons had signed the peti- 
tion. 


Because of the residents' favorable re- 


sponse to the annexation proposal, Art 
Brescia, a leader of the project, is opti- 
mistic that the area will be annexed to 
Mount Prospect. "I think we will be suc- 
cessful. We have proven to the court and 
to the village that the people deeply want 
to become part of the municipality." 


Both Teichert and Link indicated ear- 


lier that the matter will be resolved no 
later than sometime this summer.

Education Group To Complete Work 


The Dist 21 citizens committee re- 


searching educational topics should com- 
plete its work by June 3, according to the 
Rev Noel Clark Holt of Buffalo Grove, 
general chairman of the committees. 


The date will be the final meeting for 


the groups, and their reports and recom- 
mendations will be submitted soon1 after- 
ward to the Dist. 21 school board and 
administration. 


Committee members reported on the 


progress of research done by their 
groups Thursday at a joint meeting of all 
the committees. 


Gene Elmore, chairman of the "Drug 


Use and Drug Abuse" committee report- 
ed that the committee has circulated 
9,000 surveys among parents about drug 
use, and that 2,000 have been returned. 


A preliminary analysis of the surveys 


has shown that 740 of the 830 respond- 
ents favor the police liaison program in 
the schools as part of a drug education 
program, Elmore said, and 703 are 
against the legalization of marijuana. 


Elmore said that respondents almost 


unanimously favored use of ex-addicts in 


drug education programs, as well as the 
use of "scare" tactics. He noted that the 
exact type of 'scare' tactics supported 
were not specified by respondents. 


Elmore said his committee hopes to 


have a final report on the survey results 
by next month. 


LEONARD PRESLEY, chairman of 


the "Environmental Studies" committee, 
reported that the committee has com- 
piled information from the Illinois attor- 
ney general's office about laws against 
pollution and current legislation con- 
cerning pollution which could be in- 
corporated into the curriculum. 


The committee has also compiled a list 


of recommended films and film strips 
dealing with the environment and hopes 
to make presentations to school assem- 
blies on "Earth Day" April 23, Presley 
said. 


Shirley Mueller, chairman of the ''Jus- 


tice Under the Law" committee said that 
surveys have been sent to Dist 21 par- 
ents asking for their views on a justice 
and law curriculum.

Trustees of the Forest River Fire Dis- 


trict have taken a "wait and see" stance 
on • residents' petition asking Mount 
Prospect to annex portions of Prospect 
Heights and unincorporated Mount Pros- 
pect. And while they are waiting, they

Its insurance rating. 


The annexatinn petition, filed with the 


Cook County Circuit Court last week, was 
signed by more than 3,600 persons or 80 
per cent of the registered voters and 
property owners in the area. 


The area proposed for annexation to- 


tals about 14 square miles and includes 
more than 8,000 persons. All of the area 
Is included in the Forest River Fire Dis- 


trict except the River Trails Homeowner 
Association west of Wolf Road. Approxi- 
mately 140 homes along Mandel Lane 
and south of Foundry Road in the district 
are excluded from the area petitioning 
for annexation. 


The district trustees have not taken an 


official position on the annexation pro- 
posal, according to Chester Iskierski, 
president of the district's board of 
trustees. However, he said, ''we agreed 
in informal discussions that it is not our 
position to make the initial approach to 
the village." 


"WE BELIEVE IT is premature for 


the village officials to contact us before 
the court holds a hearing to review the 
petition," added Iskierski. "If the court 


receives no objections and approves the 
petition, then it is up to the village to 
make a feasibility study. The village 
should contact us while they are making 
the study. 


"If we can't come to a pre-annexation 


agreement with the village, we will have 
to object to the proposal," said Iskierski. 
He added that the trustees have no plans 
to object to the proposal at this time 
pointing out, "the majority of district 
residents have indicated in the petition 
that they want annexation." 


Iskierski predicted that the district will 


not be dissolved if the annexation is com- 
pleted. "I don't anticipate any change.

Police 
said Mrs. Perez was charged with failing 
to yield the right-of-way at the inter- 
sect inn.

THE SYSTEM would be established by 


the state legislature and would be gov- 
erned by a board of directors elected on 
a one-man one-vote basis for staggered 
terms. The COG proposal called for giv- 
ing the board broad powers, including 
those to condemn property, to set fares 
without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing. 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and 
not a long-range planning body. Planning 
responsibility should be given to another 
agency — possibly the Chicago Area 
Transportation Study (CATS), according 
to the recommendation. 


COG's proposal came several weeks 


after CATS released its Interim Report 
and on the heels of some legislation 
being presented to Illinois lawmakers by 
several Chicago railroads. 


COG's executive committee, in making 


its proposals, is taking a stand against 
the railroads who are seeking legislative 
action to strengthen their operations 
without control by a single operating 
agency. 


"We're saying the operating agency 


should not be his own master in terms of 
long-range planning," commented Jack 
Walsh, COG chairman and village presi- 
dent of Arlington Heights. 


Recent efforts by railroads to set up 


joint commuter districts also is opposed 
by COG 


Walsh explained, "We're concerned 


about the proliferation of these dis- 
tricts." 


The COG proposal, though intended to 


give the Illinois General Assembly "al- 
ternatives" to solving the growing mass 
transportation crisis, is too late for any 
action during the current legislative ses- 
sion.

will be getting a fully organized and 
equipped department if it retains our dis- 
trict. If the district is dissolved, the mu- 
nicipality will have to assume the in- 
debtedness of the district." 


While the trustees have taken no action 


on the annexation proposal, they are ac- 
tively expanding the department. At two 
meetings this month, the trustees voted 
to purchase a new pumper truck and to 
add a third full-time fireman to the de- 
partment. 


"WE DON'T FEEL WE should sit on 


our hands while the annexation proposal 
is being considered. We have to go ahead 
with plans formulated two years ago," 
said Iskierski. Expansion of the depart- 
ment was recommended by the Illinois 
Rating and Inspection Bureau to lower 
the district's rating to six. "H the district 
rating is lowered to six, residents' fire 
insurance payments will drop, perhaps 
15 per cent," said Iskierski. Currently 
the department has an eight rating. Resi- 
dents' insurance payments would not 
drop if the department rating was low- 
ered only to seven. 


To purchase the new truck and expand 


the department's full-time staff, the 
trustees are raising the district tax from 
$20 per $10,000 assessed valuation to $30. 
This is the highest tax rate allowed by 
law. (The present rate includes an addi- 
tional two-cent levy for a bond debt.) 


"In asking for more revenue from resi- 


dents, we are actually lowering their in- 
surance payments because the money 
will be used to improve our rating," said 
Iskierski. 


Once the trustees complete their ex- 


pansion plans, they will ask the bureau 
to reinspect the department. Iskierski 
said he hopes the expansion will be com- 
pleted by this summer. In addition to 
purchasipg the 1,000 gallon pumper 
truck, which will cost $43,000, the 
trustees may add still another full-time 
fireman to the department, bringing the 
full-time staff up to four.

In the 19fl» mayoral election, the voting 


turnout was estimated at about SO per 
cent. 7.484 ballots were casi in the may- 
oral race between Mayor Robert Tel- 
chert and former mayor Daniel Con- 
greve 


FROM IMS to 1971, the number of reg- 


istered voters dropped from 15.964 to 
15.641. In 1967, there were 14.280 regis- 
tered voters — 4.499 of whom cast ballots 
in the election for village trustee 


Village Clerk Donald Goodman. Tel- 


chert and the five candidates for village 
trustee described the voting turnout 
Tuesday as "very light " United Village 
Party 
candidates George 
Anderson, 


Richard Monroe and Kenneth Scholten 
received the majority of the votes 


Anderson was the biggest winner with 


2.344 votes. Monroe finished second with 
2,180 and Scholten third with 1.969 Inde- 
pendent candidates Richard Hendricks 
and Lloyd Morris, an incumbent trustee, 
earned 1.472 and 1,148 votes respectively.

and ancient as Christ," explained the in- 
structor who gives his student a history 
of what they do before they do it. 


Everyone in his classes works accord- 


ing to their own ability. "You can tell 
where the kids are at and how far you 
can push them," said Mr. D., who plans 
to return to the district to teach next fall. 
"I try to keep them up to their ability 
but everyone has a point where they 
must stop. If you push them any further 
than that — you destroy the desire. 


"There are no kids who can't do some- 


thing," said the instructor who tries to 
work, individually with each student as 
much as he can. "Kids can always find 
something to do that is creative and I try 
to help them work on what they want." 


The teacher, also an artist in his apart- 


ment in Chicago, does every project he 
assigns first "so I know what the kids 
will run into." He said being an art 
teacher is not a 40 but "more like a 60- 
hour job." 


"I can't see how someone can dis- 
sociate their job from their life. You 
have to live that job so your plans don't 
become stagnant," he said. He admitted 
he gets a lot of his new ideas by just 
walking down the street. "I have a 
strange way of thinking. Any. project is 
just a matter of gearing it up for my 
students or gearing it down. Tradition is 
nice but it can be carried too far." 


And Mr. D. is not traditional. He said he 


feels a lot more free being able to dress 
and look the way he wants to. The long- 
haired, bearded teacher said his appear- 
ance has never been a drawback in his 
relationship with students. 


But he admits, sometimes he gets a 


reaction from parents mostly in terms 
of shick. "But they usually get over it,'1 
he said. 


This year is Mr D.'s first year at full- 


time teaching. He student taught in Chi- 
cago and then came out to the suburbs in 
search of a job. 


He said he applied at only one other 


elementary school district in the area. 
"They told me they didn't like my grey 
bell-bottomed pants," he said. "If it was 
my hair or my mustache, I would have 
understood. But my pants?"

hopes to present an "order to the court 
for execution of our request'' at the hear- 
ing. Objections may be filed up to five 
days before the hearing. 


THE COURT WILL TURN the request 


over to the village board if it approves 
the petition. Prior to making a final deci- 
sion on the matter, the village board 
plans to conduct a feasibility study. The 
study will determine the cost of provid- 
ing services to the "new town" area and 
the amount of revenue that will come 
into the village from the area. 


Earlier Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 


Teichert indicated the board- would not 
wait for the court to turn the matter over 
to the village before starting the study. 


The area in question is known as "new 


town" Prospect Heights. Located north- 
east of the village, it includes about 8.000 
people and about 1M> square miles. 


About 80 per cent of th^registered vot- 


ers and of the property owners in the six 
homeowners associatons in the area 
signed the annexation petition, according 
to Pat Link. 


AT ONE TIME it was thought a refer- 


endum in the area to be annexed would 
be necessary before the annexation could 
be completed. However according to 
Link, a referendum may be held in the 
municipality on the proposal but not in 
the unincorporated am. 


"The petitions themselves, since they 


had more than 50 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters and land owners, in effect 
constitute a referendum." said Link. 
"The village board can call for a refer- 
endum in its own municipality. And if 
the village board denies the annexation 
request, there is a procedure whereby 
the residents in the municipality can pe- 
tition for a referendum." 


The petitions were filed iwth the court 


after an almost month-long campaign. 
Homeowners association leaders directed 
the petition drive in which about 4.500 
homes were visited. At the end of -the 
drive, 3,600 persons had signed the peti- 
tion. 


Because of the residents' favorable re- 


sponse to the annexation proposal. Art 
Brescia, a leader of the project, is opti- 
mistic that the area will be annexed to 
Mount Prospect. "I think we will be suc- 
cessful. We have proven to the court and 
to the village that the people deeply want 
to become part of the municipality." 


Both Teichert and Link indicated ear- 


lier that the matter will be resolved no 
later than sometime this summer. 


The six associations included In the 


area are Castle Heights, Rainbow Ridge, 
Woodview, Euclid Lake, Parkview, and 
River Trails.

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Trustees Decide 'Wait And See'

Trustees of the Forest River Fire Dis- 


trict have taken a "wait and see" stance 
on a residents' petition asking Mount 
Prospect to annex portions of Prospect 
Heights and unincorporated Mount Pros- 
pect And while they are watting, they 
•re expanding the department to lower 
its insurance rating. 


The annexation petition, filed with the 


Cook County Circuit Court last week, was 
signed by more than 3,600 persons or 80 
per cent of the registered voters and 
property owners in the area 


The area proposed for annexation to- 


tals about IV, square miles and includes 
more than 8,000 person* All of the area 
Is included in the Forest River Fire Dis- 


trict except the River Trails Homeowner 
Association west of Wolf Road. Approxi- 
mately 140 homes along Mandel Lane 
and south of Foundry Road in the district 
are excluded from the area petitioning 
for annexation. 


The district trustees have not taken an 


official position on the annexation pro- 
posal, according to Chester Iskierski, 
president 
of the district's board of 


trustees. However, he said, "we agreed 
in informal discussions that it is not our 
position to make the initial approach to 
the village " 


"WE BELIEVE IT is premature for 


the village officials to contact us before 
the court holds a hearing to review the 
petition," added Iskierski. "If the court 


receives no objections and approves the 
petition, then it is up to the village to 
make a feasibility study. The village 
should contact us while they are making 
the study. 


"If we can't come to a pre-annexation 


agreement with the village, we will have 
to object to the proposal," said Iskierski. 
He added that the trustees have no plans 
to object to the proposal at this time 
pointing out, "the majority of district 
residents have indicated in the petition 
that they want annexation." 


Iskierski predicted that the district will 


not be dissolved if the annexation is com- 
pleted. "I don't anticipate any change.

Walsh explained, "We're concerned

will be getting a fully organized and 
equipped department if it retains our dis- 
trict. If the district is dissolved, the mu- 
nicipality will have to assume the in- 
debtedness of the district." 


While the trustees have taken no action 


on the annexation proposal, they are ac- 
tively expanding the department. At two 
meetings this month, the trustees voted 
to purchase a new pumper truck and to 
add a third full-time fireman to the de- 
partment. 


"WE DON'T FEEL WE should sit on 


our hands while the annexation proposal 
is being considered. We have to go ahead 
with plans formulated two years ago," 
said Iskierski Expansion of the depart- 
ment was recommended by the Illinois 
Rating and Inspection Bureau to lower 
the district's rating to six. "If the district 
rating is lowered to six, residents' fire 
insurance payments will drop, perhaps 
15 per cent," said Iskierski. Currently 
the department has an eight rating. Resi- 
dents' insurance payments would not 
drop if the department rating was low- 
ered only to seven. 


To purchase the new truck and expand 


the department's full-time 
staff, the 


trustees are raising the district tax from 
$20 per $10,000 assessed valuation to $30. 
This is the highest tax rate allowed by 
law. (The present rate includes an addi- 
tional two-cent levy for a bond debt.) 


"In asking for more revenue from resi- 


dents, we are actually lowering their in- 
surance payments because the money 
will be used to improve our rating," said 
Iskierski 


Once the trustees complete their ex- 


pansion plans, they will ask the bureau 
to reinspect the department. Iskierski 
said he hopes the expansion will be com- 
pleted by this summer. In addition to 
purchasing the 1,000 gallon 
pumper 


truck, 
which will cost $43,000, the 


trustees may add still another full-time 
fireman to the department, bringing the 
full-time staff up to four. 
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Low-Income 
Housing Debate: 
No End In Sight

The hearing on a low-income housing 


proposal for the Viator property in Ar- 
lington Heights continued along familiar 
lines last night with no end in sight. 


The rezoning hearing requesting per- 


mission to construct 190 low-income units 
was continued until June 16 as an 11 p.m. 
curfew on the village plan commission 
closed down the auditorium at John Her- 
sey Hish School. 


Prior to the motion to continue. Com- 


missioner Harold Klingner moved that 
the petition for rezoning be rejected be- 
cause it represented "Just plain bad zon- 
ing " The motion failed by a 7-4 vote 
after Klingner refused to withdraw it at 
tho request of two other commissioners. 
Klingner's retirement from 
the plan 


commission is effective May I. 


The number of residents attending the 


hearing dwindled somewhat last night as 
approximately 325 residents attended to 
express their views for and against the 
project — but mostly against. 


HOMEOWNERS associations that have 


objected to the plans for more than a 
year since it was first suggested voiced 
their strongest position to date through 
the person of William J. Moore, an attor- 
ney 


Moore, representing the Arlington Es- 


tates Homeowners Association and the 
Greater Eastwood Community Associ- 
ation, called the proposal a "horrendous 
example of the worst fashion of unjusti- 
fied spot zoning." 


The attorney, who drew a standing 


ovation after his presentation, said if the 
project were built it would be detrimen- 
tal to the neighbors, the community, the 
tenants and perhaps most of all to the 
developer. 


Moore opened his remarks by pre- 


senting petitions opposing the rezoning 


from R-3 (single-family) to R-5 (multi- 
family) signed by approximately 3,300 
residents within one-half mile of the site. 
After noting that the land is virtually 
surrounded 
by 
single-family 
homes, 


Moore said the project would have a det- 
rimental impact on schools, 
traffic, 


parks, flood control and water supply 
problems. 


THE ATTORNEY said that even if the 


developer, the Metropolitan Housing De- 
velopment Corp., did not plan to develop 
the remaining land at the site it would be 
setting a precedent for further apart- 
ment developments. 


Sal Ferrara of the MHDC opened the 


meeting by summarizing the petition for 
rezoning and offered a slide presentation 
showing other low-income housing in the 
Chicago metropolitan area. 


The crowd reinforced its previously es- 


tablished nature of discourtesy by inter- 
rupting Ferrara's presentation and was 
quieted only after Klingner suggested 
that the room might be "evacuated" if 
the disturbances continued. 


When the plan commission finally be- 


gan to ask the questions they have had 
for several months, Commissioner 0. V. 
Anderson asked MHDC representatives 
why the entire Viatorian land was subdi- 
vided and if the clerics of St. Viator in- 
tended further development. 


Bill Caruso, attorney for the MHDC, 


drew a loud response from the crowd 
when he answered. "The fathers said 
they have no intention of further devel- 
opment at this time." 


Communications between the petition- 


ers and the commission seemed to break 
down temporarily near the end of the 
meeting when Anderson and Klingner 
launched a series of questions regarding 
the maintenance and long-term own- 
ership of the project. 


Culture Unit: What Next? 


The Arlington Heights Cultural Com- 


mission looks like it will end the way one 
poet said the world will end — not with a 
bang, but a whimper. 


During last night's meeting of the com- 


mission, four of the seven members dis- 
cussed what the group should be doing 
because of the village board's refusal to 
fund an estimated $8.000 study for a cul- 
tural center. The study was the next step 
in the commission's research into the 
possibilities of building a center in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


After discussion. Commission Chair- 


man Joseph Weber Jr. said he will con- 
tact the Village Pres. Jack Walsh and 
tell him "We really need direction from 
the board of trustees." 


Weber also said if the village board 


tells the commission to wait until funds 
for a study might become available, then 
each commissioner "will have to make 
an individual decision if we want to be a 
part of that type of thing. It would be a 
decision for me, too." 


EARLIER IN THE meeting. Commis- 


sioner John O'Ncil said "I think the com- 
mission should be dissolved at this 
point." He recommended the formation 


of another commission when economic 
conditions improve. 


O'Neil pointed out that his term on the 


commission expires at the end of April. 
"If we were doing something construc- 
tive, I wouldn't mind. If we don't, I plan 
to leave," he said. 


Commissioner Sidney Rosenfeld said 


he wouldn't be in favor of spending the 
taxpayers' money just to keep the com- 
mission operating. 
The commission's 


budget for the coming year is set at 
about $3,000 to be paid from village 
funds.

Suggests Village Employes Do Job 
Offbeat Master Plan Idea 
Offered 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


A somewhat unconventional proposal 


for developing a master plan for Arling- 
ton Heights was offered Tuesday night 
by Joe Kesler, village planner. 


The proposal was made to the joint Vil- 


lage Board-Plan Commission committee 
c h a r g e d with developing a com- 
prehensive plan for the village. 


Following the previously expressed 


opinion of the committee that the plan 
should be drawn by village employes 
rather than a private consultant firm, 
Kesler proposed a plan and method that 
would save the village almost $100,000. 
Additionally, Kesler's plan would be 
highly individualized and geared espe- 
cially to Arlington Heights. 


The budget for developing the plan 


calls for about only $23,000 per year 
more than what is already budgeted for 
in the planning department. Estimates 
submitted by two private firms have 
been for about $140,000. 


KESLER'S REPORT indicates that the 


village currently spends 29 cents per ca- 
pita per year on planning, as opposed to 
$1.70 per capita for Evanston and $1.76 
for Oak Park, two communities with 
similar population figures. The funds for 
the development of the plan would raise 
the individual cost to about $1 per year, 
according to the planner's report. 


The resulting comprehensive plan, as 


proposed by Kesler, would not be the fa- 
miliar, detailed plan, published in book 
form. Instead the planner has suggested 
that the plan establish a system of goals 


and objectives without indicating, for ex- 
ample, specific uses for specific land 
parcels. The plan would be published in 
a number of simple pamphlets dealing 
with certain aspects of the plan. 


KESLER SAID this approach would 


save money and time. The conventional 
published master plan in book form 
would cost thousands of dollars to repro- 
duce, he said, and it would be two years 
before the plan is completed. 


"We can't wait two years for the whole 


study," Kesler said, explaining that por- 
tions of the plan, under this proposal, 
would be forthcoming in a matter of 
months. He said complete sketch plans 
could be finished in six to eight months 
using his method. 


Kesler said the conventional plan 


method and form does not work because 
it is too inflexible and tends to establish 
land values on particular parcels. The 
other extreme in planning, which he

called the "policy plan," is too general 
he said, stating his method would fall 
somewhere in the middle of the two ex- 
tremes. 


The village planner also said he would 


include in the plan several highly spe- 
cialized studies that would not normally 
be included in a plan drawn by a private 
consultant firm. 


AMONG THESE he suggested, "the es- 


tablishment of a data-bank for the vil- 
lage on a parcel basis." Kesler explained 
that every piece of land in the village 
would be listed on computer cards with 
up to 70 points of specific information 
regarding the land, such as the size, val- 
ue, taxes, existing use, condition, and 
number of occupants. This information 
would be invaluable to future planning, 
but also useful to almost every village 
agency, he said. 


Secondly, Kesler has proposed a realis- 


tic, "down-to-earth" plan for the central 
business district, to be carried out in 
phases. The third specialized study would 
deal with specific "problem" and "op- 
portunity" areas in the village. "Prob- 
lem" areas might include flood plain 
areas, for example, with such parcels as 
the Nike site being included in the "op- 
portunity" areas. 


Perhaps the most important of the spe- 


cialized studies included in the report is 
an extensive educational and community 
participation program, according to Kes- 
ler. 


"IN MY opinion," he reported, "the 


comprehensive plan without an educa- 


tional program, public relations program 
and community participation will result 
in failure or only in partial success." 


To implement this program the plan- 


ner suggested that volunteers meet with 
village groups and make slide and video 
tape presentations to educate the resi- 
dents to the plan. He also suggested ef- 
forts to continue high resident participa- 
tion in the development of the plan. 


Other studies included in Kesler's sug- 


gestions which may not normally be in- 
cluded in a comprehensive plan are: a 
traffic projection study, a public transit 
study, a housing study, including quality 
and low-income housing and a public util- 
ities study. This comprehensive study 
would center on water supply: storm wa- 
ter; sewage; solid waste; and air, water 
and noise pollution. 


UNLIKE MOST comprehensive plans, 


Kesler's plans make no allowance for 
historical background studies or air ter- 
minals. It also would not include a study 
of the village's relationship with the en- 
tire metropolitan area, but rather with 
surrounding communities. 


Kesler has also suggested the estab- 


lishment of a development commission, 
comprising top quality business people 
who live in the village, to promote devel- 
opment in the village and attempt to at- 
tract desirable developers. 


The master plan committee took no 


immediate action on the proposal, but 
will continue studying the development 
of a plan before making its recommenda- 
tions.

White attention was focused on the ac- 


tivities of anti-Viatorian forres in the 
Caucus system, a second proposal for 
low and moderate income housing was 
presented to the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission 


The proposal by Kenroy Inc. came as 


a surprise to some village officials while 
others knew about the project far in 
advance. Some officials had hinted there 
wai "something coming up" which would 
diffuse the Vmtorinn issue. However, the 
second proposal merely added fuel to the 
fire. 


On Dec. 9. Kenroy proposed the build- 


Ing of 742-unit apartment complex for 
moderate-income families on a 56-acre 
site In the extreme northwestern portion 
of the village, just west of the village's 
landfill site. 


Some members of the Village Board at- 


tended the meeting and before a second 
hearing date was set. the Plan Commis- 
sion was pressured by village officials 
into scheduling a special hearing on the 
project for Jan. 5. 


This pressure appeared to be an an- 


swer to the Viatonan controversy, with 
some officials thinking the passage of 
this development would answer the need 
for moderate income housing and thus 
justify the easy refusal of the Viatorian 
project. However, as the details of the 
Kenroy plan became known, it was ob- 
vious the plan had some glaring faults. 


AFTER A series of hearings, the Plan 


Commission recommended denial of Ken- 
rov's request on March 17 When the rec- 
ommendation for denial came before the 
Village Board this week, Kenroy repre- 
sentatives gave up the battle. They asked 
the Village Board to form a fommittee to 
work with Kenroy officials on how the 
parcel of land should be developed. 


In February, the Concerned Metropoli- 


tan Citizens' Committee planned another 
strategy move and requested the Village 
Board to adopt a policy establishing a 
new zoning classification for multi-family 
developments mrludms low and moder- 
ate income units.

Another widening of the gap between 


CMCC and developers of the project 
came in mid-March when CMCC held a 
press conference in Chicago to propose 
alternatives to the MHDC proposal. 


The group said it wants to see a mixed 


income development, with units available 
for low income as well as moderate in- 
come families. The suggestion included 
adding more three and four bedroom 
units to the project. 


In answer to those suggestions, Sal 


Ferrera, executive director of MHDC, 
said the project could become one of 
mixed income but said, "I don't like to 
promise things two years in advance." 
He said the offering of units to low in- 
come families depended on the avail- 
ability of federal funds for rent subsidies 
when the project was actually built. 


FERRERA SAID the CMCC proposal 


for more than three and four bedroom 
units would create too high a density for 
the 15 acre parcel. The executive direc- 
tor said CMCC "is not doing good, sound 
planning. They are being misled by their 
social goals. Their bedroom mix would 
overload the site and would probably 
create a slum." 


Since the beginning of the Viatorian 


controversy one year and four days ago, 
village officials have remained relatively 
quiet about their specific feelings on the 
project, acting on legal advice, the offi- 
cials have refused to make comments on 
the project, thus infuriating local resi- 
dents who want them to say, "No." 


said. 


She added that conditions in the dis- 


trict have changed, since the referendum 
defeat because of disasters like the sud- 
den drop in state aid and the fire at Min- 
er Junior High School. "I think from 
time to time we will have to reevaluate 
the needs of the district and the attitude 
of the community," she said. 


Another result of the referendum, she 


said, has been to make people more 
aware of the need for changes in the 
state aid formula applied to school dis- 
tricts. 


With PTA groups and the League of 


Women Voters talking about the problem 
she said, "There is the possibility of 
community action." 


SHE SAID, even though the state will 


probably not dramatically increase state 
aid immediately, "with so many districts 
in the state in need, I think there Is a 
chance."

The COG proposal came in the form of

The report recommended the creation

All area transportation agencies,

TIIK SYSTEM would be established by 


the state legislature and would be gov- 
erned by a board of directors elected on 
a one-mnn one-tote basis for staggered 
termi The COG proposal called for giv- 
ins the board broad powers, including 
thoie to condemn property, to set fares 
without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and 
not a long-range planning body. Planning 
responsibility should be given to another 
agency — possibly tke Chicago Area 
Transportation Study (CATS), according 
to the recommendation 


COG's proposal came several weeks 


after CATS released its Interim Report 
and on the heels of some legislation 
being presented to Illinois lawmakers by 
several Chicago railroads. 


COG's executive committee, in making 


its proposals, is taking a stand against 
the railroads who are seeking legislative 
action to strengthen 
their 
operations 


without control by a single operating 
agency. 


"We're saying the operating agency

Major, Minor Crimes Drop; Juvenile Arrests Rise 


The first three months of 1971 saw a 


slight decrease in both major and minor 
crimes in DCS Plaines but juvenile ar- 
rests continued to rise compared to last 
year 


According to first quarter figures from 


the Des Plaines Police Department, re- 
ports of major (part 1) crimes numbered 
326 during January, February and March 
of this year, down from 358 during the 
same period last year. 


Incidents of lesser (part 2) crimes 


dropped from 465 in the first quarter of 


1970 to 420 during the same period this 
year. 


Part 1 crimes include murder, rape, 


aggravated assault, 'robbery, burglary, 
reckless homicide and auto theft. The 
lesser part 2 offenses include most other 
non-traffic law violations, such as fraud, 
sex and drug offenses, gambling, minor 
assaults and disorderly conduct. 


ACCORDING TO the quarterly report 


and figures supplied by Chief Arthur 
Hintz, total juvenile arrests jumped from 
185 in the first three months of 1970 to 


254 in the same period this year. 


Youthful narcotics arrests increased 


from two in the first quarter of 1970 to 11 
this year. Juvenile arrests for liquor vio- 
lations went from 17 to 45; vandalism 
arrests of young persons went from six 
to 11; and assault and battery arrests of 
juveniles increased from six to 10 com- 
pared to last year. 


Burglary arrests of juveniles declined 


from 20 in the first quarter of 1970 to six 
this year, according to figures supplied 
by Hintz and those in the quarterly re- 


port. 


The report indicates that a trend of ris- 


ing youth crime which started in 1970 
continued in the first three months of 
1971. Last year, according to the police 
department's annual report, juvenile of- 
fenses rose 33 per cent compared to 
1969. 


Drug offenses involving juveniles, who 


police categorize as boys under 17 and 
girls under 18 years of age, last year in- 
creased by 200 per cent, from 14 in 1969 
to 42. Drug offenses by adults jumped 


almost 100 per cent, from 66 in 1969 to 
120 in 1970. 


THE FIGURES for the first quarter of 


this year, while they show declines in the 
occurrance of part 1 and part 2 crimes, 
indicate an increase in the number of ar- 
rests in connection with those crimes. 


A total of 62 persons were charged 


with part 1 violations in the first three 
months of this year, compared to 61 dur- 
ing the same period last year. 


Part 2 arrests increased from 240 in 


the first quarter of 1970 to 311 this year. 


A breakdown of the part 1 offenses in 


the first three months of this year shows 
that 307 are theft or burglary crimes out 
of a total of 326 incidents. The remaining 
19 offenses included 16 aggravated as- 
saults, two robberies and one reckless 
homicide. 


Traffic arrests dropped from 2,659 in 


the first three months of 1970 to 1,971 in 
the first quarter of this year. Auto acci- 
dents dropped from 821 to 785.

Cop's Crisis: He Isn't Always Prepared For Highly Emotional Situations 


The policeman who comes to your door 


ought to be taught how to handle emo- 
tional crisis. His lack of training might 
mean he'll die, or you will. 


This is the opinion of Morton Bard, a 


professor 
of psychology who spoke 


Wednesday to 130 policemen, social 
workers, and marital counselors at a 
"Family Crisis" seminar at Forest Hos- 
pital, a private psychiatric hospital at 
555 Wilson Lane, Des Plaines. 


The all-day seminar on family emo- 


tional problems and ways these problems 
can be treated by members of the com- 
munity was coordinated by Chief Lowell 
Calderwood, Arlington Heights Police de- 
partment, Chief Lewis Case, Rolling 
Meadows; Captain Dale Mensching, Des 
Plaines; Sgt. Timothy Lonergan, Rolling 


Meadows, and other Northwest suburban 
police officials. 


Bard, a professor at the City Univer- 


sity of New York who recently conducted 
a study on police training in family 
crisis, said police are not getting suf- 
ficient training to handle the job they do 
most: dealing with families that are hav- 
ing emotional conflicts. 


THE RESULT IS that policemen are 


killed, family members kill each other, 
and police are distrusted and denied pro- 
fessional respect and status, he said. 


Bard spoke of the great pressures ex- 


erted on people in modern society, te- 
cause of rapid social change, growing 
population density and economic coin 
petition. 


Families often go through emotional 


crises, in which one or more member 
cannot cope with situations. 


In emotional crisis, it isn't the psy- 


chiatrists who are called first to give aid 
and guidance- it's the police, he said. 


Up to ninety per cent of police work 


has nothing to do with crime or the law. 
People call police to work out conflicts 
between marriage partners, parents and 
children 


They ask policemen to be objective 


arbitrators and authority figures, he 
said. 


"YOU CAN IMAGINE a father or 


mother who can no longer cope with the 
behavior of their child or their mate. A 
policeman walks in with his uniform and 
gun and is asked to make decisions. 


"Without skills or knowledge of emo- 


tional problems, no wonder so many po- 
licemen are killed." 


Federal Bureau of Investigation statis- 


tics indicate that nationwide 22 per cent 
of those officers killed died while re- 
sponding to complaints and "family dis- 
turbances." Bard said 


"AND THE FAMILY that stays togeth- 


er, slays together.," he said. In about 80 
per cent of the homicides, the individuals 
involved are relatives, or know each oth- 
er, he said 


One answer to this, Bard said, may be 


a recent program carried out by Bard 
and his staff, which produced a signifi- 
cant reduction of homicides and assaults 
in a police precinct in the Harlem com- 
munity of New York City. 


Bard trained, over a four week period, 


18 policemen from this district, on how to 
handle family crises. Professional actors 
were used to simulate actual cases, and 
officers were trained to deal with prob- 
lems, and to be able to refer people to 
places where they could get more help. 


After training, these policemen patrol- 


ed the precinct 24 hours a day, and were 
called whenever police received a "fami- 
ly disturbance" call 


The precinct residents learned to rec- 


ognize the police car used, became more 
friendly towards policemen, and began to 
use the police more to help solve their 
problems, Bard said. 


GIVING POLICEMEN skills — will 


help them towards professionalism and 
respect, he said. Police must be trained

Youngsters Aid Indonesia 
Collegians With Books 


Sunday School students in Des Plaines 


are helping college students in Djakarta, 
Indonesia, with the assistance of Ernest 
Hemingway, John Steinbeck and Mark 
Twain. 


Students at the First United Methodist 


Church, Graceland and Prairie, have be- 
gun to collect books to help a missionary, 
David Piet, teach English in four In- 
donesian universities. 


"They just don't have any textbooks 


there." according to Mrs. John Alexan- 
der, 9033 Clifton, Des Plaines, the mis- 
sionary's sister-in-law. 


When Mrs. Alexander explained about 


the lack of textbooks, her 10 and 11 year 
old Sunday school students offered to 
help collect books. 


SO FAR THE 20 students haven't had 


much luck in finding used books by fa- 
mous modern and 19th century American 
novelists, but Mrs. Alexander hopes to 
raise money to buy textbooks through 
selling the other used books collected. 


She also has received 
contributions 


which will pay for mailing costs to In- 
donesia. 


Her brother-in-law and her sister, Nan- 


cy, have been living since August in a 
suburb of KJakarta, the Indonesian cap- 
ital. 


Piet is doing missionary work as a 


teacher at four universities including the 
University of Indonesia, the Catholic Uni- 
versity, the Christian University and a 
university in Surabaja, 500 miles from 
Djakarta 


Piet is probably the only qualified Eng- 


lish literature teacher in Indonesia, Mrs. 
Alexander said. Because there aren't any 
textbooks, Piet has had to mimeograph 
everything he wants the students to read, 
a costly and inconvenient system. 


Students have been studying English 


for only five years, and it is difficult to 
keep their interest without good text- 
books according to letters Mrs. Alexan- 
der has read to her class. 


INDONESIA IS A Southeast Asian Is- 


land nation, in the Pacific near the Indo- 
china peninsula. It has a population of 
more than 121.000,000, and the average 
yearly salary for Indonesian natives is 
$95. 


The Pint's live in Tebet, a suburb of 


the capital city. Their home is consid- 
ered new by the natives, though it is 
nearly 10 years old. It has no electricity 
or running water, Mrs. Alexander said. 


The Piets plan to stay in Indonesia un- 


til 1974. The Indonesian government only 
gives permission to live in their country 
to those missionaries who are teachers. 
The military government feels that mis- 
sionaries can be too influential with the 
natives, but teachers also are badly 
needed. 


Piet's parents were missionaries in In- 


dia. Mrs. Alexander's sister and Piet 
met at the Michigan State University. 
Mrs. Alexander and her sister are na- 
tives of Holland, Michigan. 


Des Plaines residents for three years, 


Mrs. Alexander and her husband John 
have two children, Robin Sue, a student 
at Ballard School, 8320 Ballard. in unin- 
corporated Des Plaines, and a son, 
John, 4. 


The Sunday school students have been 


learning about missionaries and history 
of the church, Mrs. Alexander said. They 
recently saw a movie about African mis- 
sionary and philosopher, Albert Schweit- 
zer and other films about the Phillipines. 


Mrs. Alexander and her class this Sat- 


urday will visit a Jewish synagog in 
Skokie, as part of their study of other 
religions.

The Cook County Council of Govern- 


ments (COG) yesterday called for the es- 
tablishment of regional rapid trans- 
portation agency to serve the six coun- 
ties in the Chicago metropolitan area 


The COG proposal came in the form of 


a report prepared by a special com- 
mittee during the past few months in 
conjunction with the Chicago Association 
of Commerce and Industry COG's exec 
utive committee unanimously adopted 
the report at a regular meeting in Chi- 
cago's Bismarck Hotel 


The report recommended the creation 


of a single operating agency, called the 
Chicago 
Area 
Rapid 
Transportation 


System (CARTS), to integrate three ma 
jor forms of mass transportation — bus, 
commuter railroad and rapid transit 


All area transportation agencies, in- 


cluding the Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA) and suburban 
bus companies, 


would be made part of the system ac 
cording to the proposal 


THE SYSTEM would be established by 


the state legislature and would be gov- 
erned by a board of directors elected on 
a one-man one vote basis for staggered 
terms The COG proposal called for giv 
mg the board broad powers, including 
those to condemn property, to set fares 
without Illinois Commerce Commission 
regulation and to acquire CTA assets and 
obligations without bond refinancing 


COG stressed its proposal was aimed 


at setting up an "operating agency" and 
not a long range planning body Planning 


responsibility should be given to another 
agency — possibly the Chicago Area 
Transportation Study (CATS), according 
to the recommendation 


COG's proposal came several weeks 


after CATS released its Interim Repoit 
and on the heels of some legislation 
being presented to Illinois lawmakers by 
several Chicago railroads 


COG's executive committee in making 


its proposals, is taking a stand against 
the railroads who are seeking legislative 
action to strengthen their operations 
without control by a single operating 
agency 


"We're saying the operating agency 


should not be his own master in terms of 
long range planning," commented Jack 
Walsh, COG chairman and village presi 
dent of Arlington Heights 


Recent efforts by railroads to set up 


joint commuter districts also is opposed

Walsh explained, "We're concerned

and any others who might have the same 
feelings. 


So you arc strk of ecology. 
Mountains of garbage, the "quality of 


life" and the hysteria concerning the en- 
vironment are a drag 


Taxes are getting you where it hurts. 


Right in the pockethook 


But you won't have to worry about 


your pocketbook too much longer 


Because the ecology pyramid will get 


you sooner than you think. Know why? 
Sure, everybody does The natural bal- 
ance of the pyramid has been upset. 


The Indiana hunted buffalo where Pal- 


atine is located That was back before 
1800. Buffalo (irovc got its name from 
them. Seen any buffalo running loose 
lately1 


Not long ago — 40 years or so. people 


swam in the Des Plaines River. But 
towns nearby started piping sewage into 
it It took less than four years to kill the 
river 


If you got a chance, look at the river. 


Once it was so clear you could see the 
bottom Conservationists caught the riv- 
ei But it took nearly 20 years before the 
waters would sustain fish life again The 
silt and sludge that collected will be 
there a while vet. 


Not long nito, dhori found the botton 


of tho Chicago Ri\er under about nine 
fret of sludge. But that's not Important, 
is it" Did you smell the Alewives on the 
beaches of Lake Michigan? 


The people living near the lake shore 


or looking for a natural swimming spot 
will remember Somebody pulled a block 
out of the old ecology pyramid. 


Was it harder to breath this winter? 


For some people it was Rows of chim- 
neys smoking in neat, pretty subdivisions 
made it that way 


Did you try driving into Chicago on the 


hottest day of the summer? Exhaust 
fumes from cars and smoke from indus- 
trial areas created a haze over the city. 


Maybe you think air pollution can't 


kill. It did in London, Chicago, New York 
and Los Angeles. It won't be long before 
it does in Palatine. 


Homes in towns surrounding O'Hare 


Field are covered with a thin oil film 
from the jets. Airline owners had equip- 
ment to eliminate noise and smoke. Con- 
version hit the pocketbook. So they put it 
off as long as they could get by with ft. 


And that old drag garbage — why wor- 


ry about it? In one of the older industrial 
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complexes in the suburbs, a natural 
creek went dry. It got in the way of sev- 
eral dozen factories and subdivisions. 


In the creek bed, under the bridges 


and culverts, there are millions of rats. 
The rats are happy. Homeowners from 
nearby subdivisions use the vacant fields 
near the industrial complex as a dump 
for excess garbage. That way garbage 
collection doesn't cost them as much. 


Predators of rats were another couple 


of blocks pulled out of the ecology pyra- 
mid. 


In the slums of our large cities, chil- 


dren sometimes don't have playgrounds. 
They play in streets, alleys and vacant 
buildings. Do you know how and what 
they play? A game called survival — 
their playthings are knives, broken bottle 
tops and brass knuckles. The bad guy is 
hero; the criminal culture is the accept- 
ed norm. 


You are sick of hearing about "the 


quality of life." What about your chil- 
dren's children and their children? 


You are part of the ecology pyramid 


whether you like it or not. It is kind of 
Like the national debt. The generation 
that ran it up won't be around to pay it 
off. 


So what if it takes $50,000 a year to 


survive in the year 2000. Everyone may 
have to wear filter masks and have oxy- 
gen pumped into their homes. 


Eventually nature may compensate by 


mutating the human form — larger 
lungs, barrel chests and short stubby 
legs. But will nature find a substitute for 
water and air? 


Future generations won't have to wor- 


ry about open spaces. There won't be 
any unless measures are taken right now 
to preserve them. 


Sure, man may migrate to the stars 


and find other worlds to pollute. But oth- 
ers like him may have gotten there first. 
And he has to survive long enough on 
this planet to gain the advanced tech- 
nology necessary for the migration. 


Some people feel it is worth the tax 


bite now to insure a habitable place for 
future generations. That is why news- 
papers, television and other media are 
attempting to communicate with YOU!

So much has been written about My 


Lai and Lt. Galley's massacre there that 
very little can be added, either pro or 
con. I cannot, however, leave unchal- 
lenged Brad Brekke's recent "Face of 
War" column, even though I am well 
aware that my views are now unpopular 
and run counter to expressed public opin- 
ion. 


I am confident that reason will even- 


tually overcome the first flush of passion 
and that the majority will soon join with 
Sens. Stevenson and Percy and many 
others in condemning Calley's cold, brut- 
al and premeditated butchery of 22 help- 
less, unarmed and unresisting babies, 
children and women. To do less would 
make a mockery of the very principles 
and beliefs on which this country was 
founded and which have made America a 
refuge and a haven for the oppressed. 


War, and particularly the Vietnam 


war, is a mean, dirty and ugly business. 
It is not, however, as Mr. Brekke main- 
tains, "multilation on both sides: cutting 
off ears, poking out eyes, severing heads 
and genitals . . . killing women and chil- 
dren because they might not be friendly . 
. . killing for the sake of killing." God 
help the world if it were. 


Further, Mr. Brekke is totally wrong 


when he terms Calley's trial for "battle- 
field mistakes" as "unbelievable , unjus- 
tified and inexcusable." To turn Mr. 
Brekke's statement around, the truth is 
that it was Calley's actions which were 
"unbelievable, 
unjustified 
and 
in- 


excusable." 


Yet, we now see the sorry spectacle of 


a nation making a hero out of this pitiful 
excuse for an American soldier, much 
less a compassionate human being. Pres- 
ident Nixon, bowing to political ex- 
pediency, has all but implied a Galley 


pardon and the "brave" lieutenant has 
been given a $100,000 advance for pub- 
lishing rights to his story. Perhaps this 
underlines the moral decay of our society 
and what the war has done to our reason- 
ing. 


Calley was given a fair trial, the long- 


est in military history. Five of the six 
officer-jurors had longer Vietnam com- 
bat service than Calley and, on the basis 
of the evidence, had no choice but to find 
him guilty. They, like Calley, had also 
been taught to kill, but, unlike Calley, 
they subscribed to the Army code of con- 
duct which makes it a crime to kill civil- 
ians and unarmed combatants. 


Most critics of the Calley verdict don't 


deny that he killed at least 22 unresisting 
Vietnamese civilians, possibly many 
more. What they do object to is the fact 
that he was found guilty of killing them. 
What they seem to be saying is that Viet- 
n a m e s e are "gooks," "dinks" or 
"slants," not humans. This is vicious 
racism and totally unworthy of a nation 
which subscribes to the tenets of decency 
and Christianity. 


Others call Calley a "scapegoat," sin- 


gled out for punishment while his superi- 
ors go free. By definition, a scapegoat is 
an innocent victim who is persecuted to 
protect others, and Calley certainly was 
not innocent. His superiors, Capt. Medina 
and Col. Henderson, will be held account- 
able and will be given the same kind of 
fair trial Calley received. Furthermore, 
Calley is not being singled out for punish- 
ment. More than 100 American solklers 
are serving time for the murder of civil- 
ian Vietnamese. Calley's current fame 
and fortune are based on his accom- 
plishments as a mass murderer. 


As a former combat veteran myself, I 


take strong exception to the casting of 


Calley as a typical young American 
fighting for his country. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. I did not, could 
not and would not knowingly shoot an 
unarmed combatant, much less mas- 
sacre scores of innocent and unarmed ci- 
vilians in a village where there was no 
combat on that infamous day. Neither 
would tens of thousands of other Ameri- 
can soldiers who face the same circum- 
stances every day. To imply that Calley 
is a representative soldier is a gross in- 
sult to the decent and honorable officers 
and enlisted men who, unlike Calley, 
have at least some grasp of the funda- 
mental meaning of morality.

'Why' China Invited U.S. Team 
Ping-Pong As A Communist Plot 


by LEE MUELLER 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - Many foreign 


affairs experts here have been wonder- 
ing why — exactly — the Communist 
Chinese chose to invite the U. S. table 
tennis team to their country after ban- 
ning other Americans for so many years. 


State Department officials in Washing- 


ton are pleased, but baffled. 


"Such an invitation would never be is- 


sued casually or without government ap- 
proval," an official pointed out. "There 
can be no question that this is meant to 
indicate at least a slight relaxation in 
their attitude toward the United States." 


But while many analysts of Chinese af- 


fairs view the invitation as Peking's first 
concrete response to a series of Ameri- 
can moves aimed at improving relations 
with China, my friend, Nathan "Nat" 
Nabob, believes otherwise. 


"Anyone who ever watched Gregory 


Peck beat Mao Tse-tung at table tennis 
in the movie, 'Chairman,' should be able 
to figure this out," he says. "Mao is a 
Ping-Pong nut. He's not interested in 
diplomatic relations 
with the United 


States. He wants to study our Ping-Pong. 
He really believes it is the key to con- 
quering the world." 


Nat backs up his theory with excerpts 


from, "Sayings of Chairman Mao." 
"Don't you remember," he asks, "when 
Mao said, 'Ping-Pong and war cannot be 
divorced from politics for a single mo- 
ment'." 


And Mao Tse-tung's intentions of world 


domination were never more clearly 
stated, Nat says, than when he said, 
"Let a hundred flowers blossom and let 
a hundred schools of Ping-Pong con- 
tend." 


The origin of table tennis has been 


variously attributed to England, New 
England and India in the 1880's. Nathan 
thinks this is ridiculous. 


"Think of the words," he said. "Ping 


Pong. Ping PONG! If hat isn't a Chinese 
phrase, I'll defect to Fengfeng on the 
next plane I'm not sure what it means, 
but it's probably some kind of slang for 
Hail, Mao!" 


Nathan says there is only one sure way 


to find out what ping pong really means, 
but admits he hasn't had the nerve to 
attempt it. 


"Walk up to thr next Chinese girl you 


see and whisper, 'Ping pong,' in her 
ear," 
he -suggests. "If she slaps your 


face, you've insulted a patriot. If she 
hugs your neck, you've uncovered anoth- 
er member of the Red Chinese under- 
ground." 


Nat is not soft on communism, to be 


sure, but he has his own reasons for de- 
bunking the diplomatic powers of Ping- 
Pong. 


"If 
the Red Chinese were really 


serious about breaking the ice," he says, 
"They would not have selected such an 
obscure organization as the U.S. table 
tennis team to invite to their country. 


"All this has done is give an obscure ' 


sport like Ping-Pong a lot of inter- 
national publicity. If the Reds had been 
really serious, they would have invited 
the U. S. bowling team to China." 


Nat contends his position of league sec- 


retary at the Sunset Lanes in Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, does not affect his judg- 
ment in this matter 


"Bowling is a friendly sport," he says. 


"Nobody gets hurt except the pins. All 
they want with our Ping-Pong team is to 
get them over there and swing paddles 
at them "

telligence Agency, said, "What we're try- 
ing to do is educate and encourage wom- 
en to use their power. As consumers, 
they've got lots of it." 


Concern and PEP and organizations 


like the Consumer Federation of Illinois 
believe that women can influence manu- 
facturers by refusing to buy products 
that are potentially harmful — (witness 
the high phosphate 
detergents) and 


woefully labelled and wastefully pack- 
aged goods — in the longer run, more 
expensive. They all urge writing the 
manufacturers and letting them know 
how you feel.

The prairie chicken, close to ex- 


tinction, has declined in population from 
uncounted millions in the IMO'i to about 
1,000 today. 


A lack of suitable nesting grounds is 


the reason the prairie chicken will prob- 
ably stay on the list of "endangered spe- 
cies," said Jim Lockart of the Illinois 
Department of Conservation (IDOC). 


A grassland grouse, the prairie chicken 


has many things in common with the 
sharptail, pheasant, quail, ruffed grouse, 
turkey and Hungarian partridge. 


"All of them walk as much as they fly, 


though capable of past sustained flight; 
and they nest on the ground," Lockart 
said. 


Concern over the prairie chicken is 


nothing new, he added. Legislation from 
the Illinois General Assembly controlling 
the hunting of the prairie chicken has 
come periodically since 1887. 


But, sometimes the reason for wildlife 


decline is so obvious it is overlooked, he 
added. The plow and mowing machine, 
not the shotgun, were the primary cause 
for the bird's decline. 


To combat the problem the Prairie 


Chicken Foundation of Illinois (PCFI) 
was formed and working with other con- 
servation 
groups 
around 
the state 


worked to put aside mating and nesting 
areas for the rare birds. 


Over 1,300 acres of ground are now 


owned by the Nature Conservatory, 
PCFI and IDOC solely to provide area 
for the prairie chicken. Over $488,000 has 
been spent for the grounds, money both 
donated and appropriated. 


THIS YEAR MARKS the end of the 


PCFI. The group's 297 acres are being 
turned over to the Nature Conservatory 
and the IDOC. 


"They (PCFI) accomplished their mis- 


sion," Lockart said, adding, "now it's up 
to us to continue the work." 


A major attraction of the prairie chick- 


en is its mating habit which makes all 


other birds look like amateur. During the 
peak mating season in April and May up 
to 500 persons will show up to watch the 
bird's antics, dances and listen to the 
wild sounds. 


Plans were finalized Monday to build a 


service center in Elk Grove Township 
Elementary Dist. 59, behind the adminis- 
tration building at 2123 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


A bid for the center was accepted by 


the board from Chappie Co., Elmhurst, 
to construct the center for $81,744. 


Currently the district is leasing a build- 


ing at 2525 S. Clearbrook Dr. near Algon- 
quin Road for a service center. However, 
the lease expires June 30 and the new 
service center is expected to be built by 
then. 


It will consist of an 80 by 32-foot office 
area plus an 80 by 100-foot warehouse 
area, in a pre-fabricated steel structure. 


The administration pointed out that 


Dist. 59 would be investing at least 
$19,000 a year in rental of the present 
facility and that a building owned by the 
district would offer the most economical 
long-term solution. 


The building will be financed from re- 


maining funds from previous bond is- 
sues, with $29,000 of it earmarked at one 
time for improvements at the adminis- 
tration building.

S10.5 Million Cost Set For School

Voters in High School Dist. 214 will be 


asked to approve spending $105 million 
to construct and equip the district's pro- 
posed eighth high school in Buffalo 
Grove 


After debate about rising construction 


costs, utilisation of space and what type 
of construction schedule to use, the board 
Monday night decided on the $10.5 mil- 
lion figure 


Architects for the proposed eighth high 


school will be Orput-Orput and Associ- 
ates, the firm that designed Dist. 214's 
Rolling Meadows High School. In a 3 to 2 
vote, with new board member Jack Mat- 
thews abstaining and Joseph Schiffhauer 
absent, the board approved hiring Orput- 
Orput to design a new school and to bid 
site work, foundation and steelwork con- 
tracts this summer if the referendum is 
successful 


THE BOARD rejected two other pro- 


posals from Orput-Orput. One suggested 
duplication of Rolling Meadows High 
School on the eighth school site. The oth- 
er suggested the board develop a three- 
man tenm of the architect, a general 
contractor and a school administrator to 
supervise design and construction of the 
eighth high school rather than the tradi- 
tional approach of using the architect 
with school district advice and approval. 


The $10 5 million figure set by the Dist. 


211 board coincides with an estimate sug- 
gested by the Illinois School Building 
Commission after reviewing educational 
specification) set up by the district. 


John Moore, executive director of the 


school building commission, told the 
board "not to paint itself into a corner" 
with an unrealistically low figure. At the 
name time he cautioned the board to 
"exercise extreme restraint to not ex- 
ceed the suggested total area" suggested 
by the building commission. 


The ISBC listed 322.000 square feet as 


the total are.i in its design criteria. Roll- 
ing Meadows High School, now under 
construction, will have a total area of 
303.000 square feet. 


"OUR 
PROPOSAL has two big vari- 


ables, what the utility extensions actual- 
ly are and a $500,000 contingency fund 
for an expected increase in construction 
workers' salaries," Moore said. 


His construction salary estimates were 


based on Will County worker contracts, 
the highest per hour wage contracts in 
Illinois. Board member Richard Stamm 
estimated Cook County wages to be less 
than Will County: "We have about a 
year to go on most contracts and this 
building will probably be bid before they 


run out," he said. 


After deciding on the amount of the 


referendum, the board decided to use the 
same polling places open for the school 
board elections April 11. Another pre- 
cinct will be added for the Rolling Mead- 
ows residents recently annexed to the 
district. Central Road School will prob- 
ably be the polling place. 


Polls will be open from 11 a.m. to 7 


p.m., 
an hour more than in the board 


elections, for voters to go to the polls 
May 15.
